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^Security Council sets up peac e-keeping force 

*UN observers 
leave for Gulf 





UNITED NATIONS, Aug 9, 
; (Agencies): Advance parties 
of UN observers are on their 
way to Iran and Iraq to mon- 
itor an Aug 20 Gulf ceasefire, 
a senior[ UN official said 
today. 

Under Secretary-General 
Marrack Goulding announced 
the departure of the observers 
when he briefed reporters shortly 
after the Security Council voted 
unanimously to set up the new 
UN peace-keeping force called 
UNI1MOG — the UN I ran -Iraq 
Military Observer Group. 

“We have two advance parties 
. which are travelling even now to 
Baghdad and Tehran," said 
Goulding,Under Secretary -Gen- 
eral for special political affairs 
and the top official responsible 
- for UN peacekeeping opera- 
tions. 

Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar announced in 
the Security Council on Monday 
that the ceasefire would begin at 
0300 GMT on Aug 20. 

Action 

He strongly appealed to both 
belligerents not to engage in any 
hosule action before the truce 
took effect. 

UNIIMOG is to consist of 
• about 350 unarmed observers, 
backed by an unstated number of 
military and civilian support 
stall. 

It will also have an air unit to 
provide planes and helicopters. 
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and possibly a small naval unit to 
patrol the strategic Shatt A1 Arab 
waterway between Iran and Iraq. 

Goulding said the observers 
would probably be provided by 
25 different countries, chosen on 
the basis of geographical dis- 
tribution. 

He declined to name the coun- 
tries until the secretary-general 
had formally notified the council 
and received its endorsement 

But he confirmed no observers 
would be provided by any of die 
five permanent members of the 
Security Council — the United 
States, the Soviet Union. Britain, 
France and China. 

He also disclosed Canada 
would make available a military 
signals unit to help get the opera- 
tion started. 

Response 

In accordance with past prac- 
tice in mounting such opera- 
tions, the secretary-general had 
asked the Soviet Union and the 
United States for help in trans- 
porting observers. 

“We’ve bad a very positive res- 
ponse from both of them," Goul- 
ding added. 

He refused any comment when 
asked who would command the 
UNIIMOG or where its 
headquarters would be located. 

U nder a plan bythe secretary- 
general that the council endor- 
sed, UNIIMOG is to be com- 
manded by a major general with 
two detachments headed by a 
brigadier general in Iran and 
Iraq. 

The observers are to be 
deployed for an initial six months 
at an estimated cost of S74 
million. 

The costs are to be appor- 
tioned among all 159 UN mem- 
bers and Goulding said a special 
or resumed session of the Gen- 


eral Assembly would be sum- 
moned very soon — perhaps this 
week — to vote its approval. 

He did not say how many 
observers were in the advance 
parties or how they were travell- 
ing. Perez de Cuellar’s plan calls 
for two groups of about 12 
observers each to be sent 
immediately to Iran and Iraq. 

Goulding said the main body . 
of observers would be deployed 
before the start of the ceasefire. 

“We will meet the deadline in 
the sense that we will have an 
impressive body of observers 
deployed in Iran and Iraq before 
the ceasefire," he said. “Whether 
we will have all 350 there, I can’t 
say.” 

In Washington, White House 


spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
said the US is ready to pay “its 
fair share of the costs" of the UN 
observer force. 

Fitzwater also said the US will 
urge the Gulf states and other 
interested countries, such as 
Japan, which receives a substan- 
tial share of oil from the region, , 
to contribute voluntarily to the 
cost of the peace force. 

Fitzwater .welcomed the 
ceasefire and said the US “stands 
ready to bear its fair share of the 
costs, including the provision of 
transportation or equipment as 
necessary to facilitate the mis- 
sion of the observer force.” 

“We will stay in close contact 
with the secretary-general as this 
process unfolds," he said. 


KUWAIT has declared a public 
holiday for Thursday to mark 
the declaration of a ceasefire in 
the eight-year war between 
neighbours Iran and Iraq. 

An ofTidal statement said HH 
the Amik, ordered the holiday 
“following the announcement by 
the UN secretary-general of a 
ceasefire between Iran and Iraq 
and the agreement to hold direct 
talks between than to establish 
peace and brotherhood and end 
bloodshed.” 

Kuwait at the top of the Gulf 
was within earshot of the Gulf 
war fighting and several rockets 
landed in the country after Iran 
occupied Iraq's nearby Faw oil 
terminal, recaptured by Iraq last 
April. 

Kuwaiti Minister of State for 
Cabinet AfTairs R ashed Abdul 
Aziz Ai Rashed said the Amir 
had also telephoned Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein con- 
gratulating him on the ceasefire. 

HH the Crown Prince and 
Premier congratulated the 
Deputy Commander of the Iraqi 
Revolution Command Council, 
Ezzet Ibrahim.

Iraqis rejoice but Iranians see little to celebrate

Rafsanjani asks troops 
to hold their fire 


BAGHDAD, Aug 9, (Agencies): 
Iraqis, led by President Saddam 
Hussein, danced in the streets of 
Baghdad to celebrate the 
ceasefire date announced yester- 
day at the United Nations, end- 
ing an eight-year-old war that 
has cost nearly one million 
casualties. 

Iraq today began a three-day 
national holiday to celebrate 
“the great victory by Iraq on 
behalf of all Arabs and in the 
name of humanity at large." 

While praising Saddam for his 
“brave” initiative and dropping 
his demand for face-to-face talks 
before a ceasefire, Arab govern- 
ments. however, struck a con- 
ciliatory tone and “con- 
gratulated" both the Iranian and 
Iraqi peoples on tbe “happy” 
news. 

Victory 

Saddam, clad in a traditional 
Arab dress, went into the streets 
of Baghdad to celebrate “vic- 
tory” by dancing and firing guns 
into the air. the slate-run Iraqi 
News Agency reported today. 

“Yesterday Baghdad forgot 
tbe night and forgot to sleep,” the 
agency said. “Baghdad was a 
mixture of thrilled cries of joy, 
horns of automobiles and rattle 
shots.” 

Baghdad called Iran’s accep- 
tance of the ceasefire a victory to 
the Iraqi people, who were able 
to repel the Iranian aggressors. 

Iraqis of all ages packed the 
streets making “V” for victory 
signs and hoisting Iraqi Hags, 
pictures of Saddam Hussein and 
olive branches into the air. 

Church bells pealed. Muslim 
preachers shouted God is Great 
and children gave-oul festive 
bread. 

In the Shatt al Arab waterway 
in southern Iraq, the first ships 
and boats seen on the war- 
ravaged watercourse since the 
start of the lighting eight years 
ago blared their horns and sirens. 


In Baghdad crowds were still 
in the streets early today, hours 
after Baghdad Radio and telev- 
ision announced tbe Aug 20 
ceasefire worked by UN chief 
Javier Perez de Cuellar. 

An armed forces high com- 
mand broadcast said: “It is a 
great victory which Iraq has 
scored in the name of all Arabs 
and humanity." 

A newsman said he had dif- 
ficulty manouevring his car 
through the crowded streets of 
Baghdad at dawn today, with 
hundreds of cars jamming the 
roads near the Presidential 
Palace in scenes unprecedented 
in modern Baghdad. 

Presidential Guards, manning 
the palace entrances, joined the 
celebrations, firing bullets in the 
air and dancing with the jubilant 
crowds. 

“I swore by God to tear the 
black clothes I put on since my 
only son was martyred on the 
warfront and dance in the streets 
as soon as peace and victory 
prevail" said Saadiya Hassan, a 
50- year-old mother-of-three. 

Pictures of Saddam, wearing 
civilian clothes and joining in the 
celebrations — he has rarely been 
seen out of uniform in tbe past 
t years — were carried by the 
Iraq newspaper. 

At the southern port of Basra,

TEHRAN, Aug 9, (Agencies): 
Iran ordered its troops to bold 
their fire today ahead of a 
ceasefire which was welcomed 
with relief but little joy. 

Military chief Ali Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani, quoted by 
Tehran Radio, told his forces to 
start no military action after the 
UN announcement yesterday of 
Aug 20 as the date for a ceasefire 
with Iraq. 

But he warned troops to be 
prepared for further aggression 
in the war. 

Rafsanjani's message said that 
the Islamic Republic “has 
decided to create a lasting and 
comprehensive peace in tbe 
region and will continue its 
path," but that it is faced “with 
enemies whose claims, promises 
and agreements cannot be trus- 
ted.” 

Distrust of Iraq permeated the 
Iranian capital. President Ali 
Khamenei said Iran still had 
reason to doubt Iraq, and Prime 
Minister Mir Hossein Mousavi 
said today Iranians should 
remain on alert. 

Genuine 

Fears about the difficulties in 
reaching genuine peace after the 
ceasefire also muted Iran’s reac- 
tion. 

The Tehran Times said today: 
“What follows is really going to 
be crucial.” 

Awareness of the high death 


toll weighed heavily on Tehran 
today. 

“How can we celebrate when 
we have lost more than half a 
million dead?” asked one mid- 
dle-aged businessman, whose 
son was on the central front. 

Quiet 

"Iran is very angry — boys 
have been killed. The ceasefire is 
good, but ...” said a sales assis- 
tant from a clothing shop in 
Tehran’s main Valiasar street. 

Pictures of those killed at the 
front hung in Tehran's streets, 
which remained largely quiet in 
contrast to tbe revelry in Bagh- 
dad. 

The funeral of two men killed 
on the front — perhaps some of 
the last victims of war — was held 
in Tehran’s martyrs cemetery 
today, a colleague of one of the 
dead men said. 

“It is very sad at a time of 
ceasefire,” he said: “Having 
friends killed just before the war 
is ending is very hard.” 

A 30-year-old mechanical 
engineer, who would not give his 
name, said peace would be good 
for Iran and for other countries 
too. “They will want to trade 
with us — if it is a real peace.” 

But one civil servant who said 
he had three relatives in Iraqi 
PoW camps said he saw the 
ceasefire as a sort of victory for 
Iraq. 


Truce may lead to release of hostages 

They said they were cautiously 


BEIRUT, Aug 9, (Reuter): A 
ceasefire in tbe Gulf war could 
pave the way to freedom for 1 8 
Western hostages seized by pro- 
Iranian militants in Lebanon, 
political analysts and diplomats 
said today. 

“The truce might open doors 
for negotiations now that Iran 
has made some policy' changes 
and is ready to talk peace,” one 
Muslim analyst said. 


“Iran's need to hold hostages 
in return formoney and weapons 
should be reduced now,” the 
analyst added- “And with it the 
concept of holding the captives 
should change loo.” 

Analysts and diplomats 
widely believed the western hos- 
tages were kidnapped by pro- 
Iranian extremists on orders 
from Tehran to help Iran in its 
war with Iraq. 


optimistic the ceasefire, to take 
effect on Aug 20, could bring a 
quick release of some hostages. 
Those still held include IQ 
Americans, three Britons and a 
West German. 

One diplomat said Iran's 
willingness to accept the role of 
the UN in ending the Gulf war 
“was an encouraging sign which 
.could help the hostages."

World welcomes 

Gulf war truce 


LONDON, Aug 9, (Agencies): 
The world today welcomed the 
planned ceasefire in the Gulf war 
and credited UN Secretary-Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar with 
persuading Iran and Iraq to end 
right yeais of bloodshed. 

Both East and Wes) agreed 
that talks rather than military 
actions were the best way of solv- 
ing conflicts. 

Much of the relief was expres- 
sed by Arab Gulf states which, 
fearing Iran's brand of Islamic 
fundamentalism and a spillover 
of the war, poured billions of 
dollars into Irak’s war machine 

Saudi Arabia congratulated 
the adversaries on their 
agreement to ceasefire, but said 
real peace was far off. 

“This announcement is only a 
start and a first step on the path 
of peace ... the aim of the Arab 
world in general and Iraq in par- 
ticular is to achieve durable 
peace,” Saudi Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al Faisal said. 

Agreed 

Perez de Cuellar announced 
yesterday that Iran and Iraq had 
agreed to a ceasefire from Aug 20 
and would start direct peace talks 
in Geneva on August 25. 

US President Reagan called 
the announcement by UN chief 
“an affirmation of a policy of 
strength and commitment.” 

“Our forces in the Gulf and 
those of our allies have demon- 
strated that we have the resolve 
and the staying power in the Gulf 
as well as in tbe Security Council 
when it comes to serving peace,” 
Reagan said yesterday. 

US naval forces led an inter- 
national effort to safeguard 
neutral Gulf shipping from 
attacks by Iran. 

Defence Secretary Frank 
Cariucci said today no derision 
on removing US forces from the 
Gulf would occur until fighting 
has stopped and “the threat 
diminishes.” 

Result 

The Soviet Union. Iraq's main 
arms supplier, greeted the 
announcement, but Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Vadim Per- 
il lyev was critical of the US reac- 
tion to news. 

Perfilyev said Reagan had 
asserted the Iran-Iraq ceasefire 
resulted from the US policy of 
strength in the Gulf. 

”In our opinion, it is the result 
not of the display of strength but 
of reason by tbe entire world 
community." Perfilyev told a 
news conference. 

Britain, which also maintains 
a naval force in the Gulf, urged 
Iran and Iraq to halt fighting 


immediately and not wait until 
the UN-announced ceasefire 
goes into effect. 

Britain’s Foreign Office said 
London would continue to sup- 
port the efforts of the UN 
secretary-general to achieve a 
comprehensive peace .settlement. 

France praised Perez de 
Cuellar's diplomatic skills and 
saluted Iran and Iraq Tor opting 
for peace. 

“France hopes these derisions 
will open the way without delay 
to a just, durable total settle- 
ment ...” a Foreign Ministry 
statement said. 

Italy said that the acceptance 
of UN Resolution 598 was “a 
significant success for the United 
Nations” adding the tenacious 
efforts of Perez de Cuellar had 
been “deservedly crowned with 
success.” 

Needed 

Turkey, which borders the 
adversaries, was also jubilant 
about peace prospects. “We con- 
gratulate the UN secretary-gen- 
eral for his sincere and persistent 
efforts in this matter," the 
Foreign Ministry said. 

Ankara said it was ready to 
offer any assistance needed in the 
implementation of the ceasefire 
and during tbe peace talks. 

West German Foreign Mini- 
ster Hans-Dietricb Genscher 
praised the UN success in the 
peace drive as reflecting a readi- 
ness of East and West to work 

‘UN deserves 
Nobel Prize’ 

UNITED NATIONS. Aug 9. 
(Reuter): UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar said 
today he would be very happy if 
tbe world organisation received 
this year's Nobel Peace Prize in 
Oslo for achieving a Gulf war 
ceasefire. 

“If the prize can be given to the 
organisation as a whole, I will be 
extremely pleased,” the U N chief 
said in answer to a reporter's 
question after he announced 
ceasefire in the nearly eight-year 
Iran-Iraq war. 

The 68-year-old diplomat, 
who has served as chief of the 
global organisation since 1982, 
downplayed his own role and 
said it was a great achievement 
for the two countries and the 
United Nations, not a personal 
milestone. 

Asked al a news conference 
whether he had ever achieved a 
greater diplomatic success, he 
said: “Well, perhaps not, but that 
is not important. This is not a 


together to eliminate crises in the 
Third World. 

Israel, the official enemy of 
Iraq and Iran, welcomed an end 
to the bloodshed, saying it hoped 
tile truce would inspire Middle 
East countries to achieve peace 
through negotiations. 

In Brussels, European com- 
mission President Jacques 
Delors welcomed the UN -spon- 
sored ceasefire and it was vivid 
proof of the indispensable role of 
the international body. 

In a message on behalf of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity’s executive, Delors con- 
gratulated Perez de Cuellar for 
negotiating the ceasefire. 

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak welcomed the announ- 
cement and praised Iraq for 
dedication to peace. 

Mubarak, who consistently 
supported Iraq in the war and 
supplied it with weapons, said 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
had shown “great flexibility" 
during negotiations before the 
ceasefire announcement. 

New era 

Jordanian officials said: “We 
hope the ceasefire will begin a 
new era in political relations bet- 
ween Iran and the Arabs, 
especially Iraq,” said a senior 
official at the Information Min- 
istry. 

India hailed the announ- 
cement of ceasefire.

Israeli jets demolish 
PLO radio station 


SIDON. Aug 9, (Agencies): 
Israeli, jets completely demoli- 
shed a PLO-run radio station 
and killed three commandos and 
wounded 12 in an adjacent base 
in a sustained two-hour raid 
today, said a police spokesman. 

The spokesman said a forma- 
tion of eight Israeli jetfighters 
made 14 separate swoops over a 
two-hour period, firing a total of 
26 rockets in to the building hous- 
ing the offices and studios of the 
Voice of Palestine Radio and a 
nearby commando base south- 
east of Sidon. 

The raid was the longest of the 
12 carried out by Israeli jets 
against south Lebanon this year, 
said the spokesman who cannot 
be named under standing regula- 
tions. 

He added that the commando 
base belongs to the mainline 
Fatah faction of Yasser Arafat's 
PLO. 

Visible 

“Most of the missiles scored 
direct hits on the ground floor of 
the radio station building which 
went off the air,” he added. 

“The ground floor, the only 
visible part of the building above 
ground was totally demolished 
by the first four missiles.” he 
said. 

Rescuers in a dozen ambulan- 
ces and fire engines, raced to the 
scene 30 minutes after the end of 
the raid and started digging into 
the three basement floors of the 
radio building searching for pos- 


sible casualties, the spokesman 
said. 

“But they didn’t find any one 
in the demolished building as it 
seems that the radio staff made 
their way to a nearby bomb shel- 
ter through a back exit shortly 
after the first floor was demoli- 
shed,” he added. 

Smoke 

In Jerusalem an Israeli 
military spokesman said the 
radio station was being used “for 
propaganda and incitement 
broadcasts, and to relay orders 
for executing terror attacks. • 

Palls of thick black smoke bill- 
owed from the stricken building 
and the nearby commando base, 
about one kilometre (0.6 miles) 
south of the Mieh Mieh Palestin- 
ian refugee camp on Sidon 's 
southeastern edge. 

Tbe Marxist Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine, a 
member of the PLO, said in a 
statement the raid aimed at 
“aborting our people's uprising 
in the occupied territories.'’ 

It called on all commando fac- 
tions to “upgrade the alertness 
among the Palestinian resistance 
forces to face a possible Israeli 
military offensive against the 
Sidon area.” 

Police sources say at least 
5,000 hardcore PLO comman- 
dos have filtered back to the 
Sidon region since Israel forced 
Arafat and his fighters to 
evacuate Beirut in its 1982 
invasion of Lebanon. 


Kuwait’s 
human rights 
record 
praised 

GENEVA, Aug 9. (KUNA): A 
United Nations committee has 
commended Kuwait for its “out- 
standing record on human 
rights." 

The UN Committee for the 
Elimination of Racial Discrimin- 
ation praised Kuwait during a 
periodic examination yesterday 
of a report on the country’s leg- 
islation covering human rights 
and racial discrimination. 

The report was presented to 
the committee by the counsellor 
al the Kuwait mission here by 
Salah Al Othman. The report 
stated that Kuwait adheres to 
international law concerning 
these two issues. Ft said the gover- 
nment also has established a 
working group to prevent racial 
discrimination. 

The document also dealt with 
queries on Kuwaiti human rights 
legislation that were made by the 
committee in an earlier review. 

Experts 

The commi ttee, made up of 26 
experts nominated by govern- 
ments. conducts an annual 
review of human rights laws in 
various countries, questioning 
government representatives and 
recommending any changes the 
committee considers necessary. 

In yesterday's session the com- 
mittee examined human rights 
legislation enacted by Spain, the

14-year-old Palestinian shot to death 




Strike paralyzes occupied areas 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Aug 9, (Agencies): Soldiers shot 
and killed a 14-year-old Palestin- 
ian and wounded at least five 
others in the Israeli-occupied 
lerrilories today, on the start of 
the ninth month of Palestinian 
uprising Palestinian sources said. 

Strike paralyzed commercial 
life in East Jerusalem and at least 
eight major cities in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, including Hebron, Nablus, 
Tulkarem. Qalqilya, Jericho. 
Bethlehem. Jenin and Gaza city. 

Violence erupted in the West 
Bank town of Qalqilya during a 
general strike called for the West 
Bank, Gaza Strip and Arab east 
Jerusalem lomarktheDec9slarl 
of the uprising. Soldiers opened 
fire on a crowd oF Palestinians, 
killing Ahmed Abdel Karem 
Sabri, 24. Palestinian sources 
said. 

Clashed 

Youths Forcibly took the body 
out oF Qalqilya hospital before 
doctors couid examine it, a hosp- 
ital spokesman said. He said the 
youth had been shot and killed. 

At least 249 Palestinians and 
four Israelis have bene killed in 


violence during the 9-month-old 
Palestinian uprising against 2! 
years of Israeli occupation. 

Palestinian protesters and 
troops dashed in most UN-run 
refugee camps in the Gaza Strip 
and Gaza city, as well as in 
several West Bank towns. 

In the northern West Bank 
village of Silat El Harilhiya, 
three Palestinians were shot and 
wounded in dashes with soldiers. 
Fighting between soldiers and 
Palestinians throwing stones and 
molotov cock tails also erupted in 
Hebron, Palestinian sources 
said. 

Soldiers opened fire on a 
crowd of Palestinians who 
stoned Arab labourers trying to 
leave for work and military vehi- 
cles in the Gaza Strip's Khan 
Younis refugee camp, an Army 
spokesman said. Two Palestin- 
ians were shot and wounded in 
their legs, Lhe spokesman said. 

The occupied territories were 
quiet yesterday with only scat- 
tered stone-throwing and minor 
clashes. 

Some Palestinians say violence 
in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip bad dis- 


sipated in part during the last 
week because residents were try- 
ingto gauge how Jordanian King 
Hussein's decision to cut ties 
with the area will affect them. 

Arab shopkeepers in East 
Jerusalem, and the occupied 
territories kept their businesses 
closed, and most workers stayed 
away from their jobs in accor- 
dance with a general strike called 
by the underground committee 
attempting to direct the uprising. 

The civil administration, 
which oversees the territories for 
the military, said it banned the 
distribution of the Arabic-Ian- 
guage newspaper A1 Fajr for the 
next two weeks in the Gaza Strip 
and West Bank becasue it said 
thepublicau'on defied censorship 
laws. 

Civil administration spokes- 
man Olivieh Rafowicz said the 
newspaper failed to submit an 
editorial calling on WesL Bank 
mayors to resign their positions 
now that Jordan has cut ties with 
the territory. An A1 Fajr reporter 
said the editorial did not jeopar- 
dize Israeli security and dealt 
only with Jordanian-Palestinian 
relations. 


South Africa to start pullout today 

Angola ceasefire takes hold 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug 9, 
(Reuter): South Africa said its 
troops are to start pulling out of 
Angola on Wednesday, ending 
more than a decade of 
involvement in the 13-year civil 
war. 

Announcing a ceasefire 
agreement in Pretoria on Mon- 
day, South Africa pledged to 
withdraw completely from 
Angola by Sept 1. 

In return Angola and Cuba 
have undertaken to remove the 
estimated 50,000 Cuban troops 
which have supported the 
Luanda government against 
rebels of the pro-Western 
UNITA (National Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola) 
backed by Pretoria. 

“The ceasefire is now in 
efTect," South African Foreign 
minister Pik Botha told repor- 
ters, giving details of the 
agreement reached by the three 
countries at talks in Geneva last 
week.

Botha said Pretoria wanted 
reassurance from Perez de 
Cuellar that the UN would be 
impartial in supervising the 
move to independence. 

He gave few details of how the 
agreement, thrashed out in a 
series of US-mediated talks, 
would unfold. 

The South West Africa Peo- 
ple's Organisation, which has 
fought a 22-year guerrilla war 
largely from bases in Angola, 
said it would cease military 
activities in Namibia and allow 
South African forces in Angola 
to withdraw peacefully into 
Namibia. 

The UNITA rebels under 
Jonas Savimbi, who are armed 
and supplied by Pretoria and 
Washington, said they would 
continue fighting until Angola's 
ruling MPLA agreed to discuss 
their demands for a share in the 
government of Angola. 


Kuwait, Saudi Arabia 
rush relief to Sudan 


A NUMBER of Kuwaiti Air 
Force military transport planes 
will cany consignments of relief 
material to Sudan, KUNA 
reported yesterday. 

The government had derided 
to dispatch the material for the 
Sudanese people to help remove 
their sufferings as a result of the 
recent floods. 

Saudi Arabia also said today it 
was sending medical supplies, 
food, clothing and tents to Sudan 
to help victims of severe floods 
which ravaged the capital of 
Khartoum. 

The official Saudi Press 
Agency said King Fabd instruc- 
ted government agencies to fly in 
the relief supplies urgently. 

More than a million people 
were made homeless when 
torrential rain flooded the city of 
four million on the banks of the 
Nile. 

Warning 

Sudan today warned of a pos- 
sible flood disaster along the Nile 
and outbreaks of disease after 
torrential rain inundated the 
capital and made 1 .5 million peo- 
ple homeless. 

The official Sudan News 
Agency (SUN A) quoted a senior 
Irrigation Ministry official as 
saying the level of the Nile on 
Monday was already above the 
record Hood of 1946. 

The Nile, Africa’s longest 
river, runs from Sudan through 
Egypt to the Mediterranean and 
is the lifeblood of Egyptian 
agriculture. 


Irrigation Ministry Under- 
secretary Tajelser Ahmed 
Mohammed put the water level 
at 15.86 metres (52 feet), about 
one metre (3 ft) below what he 
termed a dangerous level. 

Information Minister 
Abdullah Mohammed Ahmed 
urged people living on the banks 
of the Nile and islands in the river 
to take precautions. 

Tens of thousands of mud huts 
in the city of four million have 
already been washed away and 
large areas of Khartoum's Tuti 
Island in the Blue Nile have been 
submerged. 

Emergency 

The government on Monday 
declared a six-month state of 
emergency to tackle the devasta- 
tion caused by a 13-hour down- 
pour last Thursday and Friday. 

No precise casualty figures 
were available but scores of peo- 
ple were believed killed or 
injured. Some residents were 
electrocuted when floodwaters 
toppled power pylons. 

The director of Khartoum's 
biggest hospital warned in an 
interview with SUNA that 
malaria, cholera and typhoid 
epidemics were imminent. 

He said cases of cholera and 
other contagious diseases have 
been detected. 

Prime Minister jSadeq Al 
Mahdi said earlier his coalition 
needed special powers to tackle 
devastation from what many 
said were the worst floods to hit 
the country this cenLury. 


In Jerusalem, police said jailed 
Palestinian activist Faisal Hus- 
$eini would probably not face 
criminal charges. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, who signed Husseini's 
detention order, said he 
preferred to keep the suspected 
PLO activist jailed without trial 
for security reasons. 

Efforts 

Rabin also said he believed 
neighbouring Jordan could be 
coaxed back into US-backed 
peace efforts despite its disen- 
gagement from the West Bank 
because Jordan only appeared to 
have made the move as a 
challenge to the PLO. 

“If there wfll be a readiness on 
the part of Israel and the United 
States, the Jordan option can be 
reopened," Rabin said. “He 
(Hussein) told the Palestinians, 
'if you don't want me. prove 
yourselves. Take over, prove that 
you are capable of doing some- 
thing." 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres said Israel would hold 
separate talks with Jordan and 
the Palestinians if that was their 
preference. 

Britain 
rejoices at 
birth of new 
princess 

LONDON, Aug 9, (Reuter): 
Britain has welcomed the 
birth of its newest princess, 
the Duke and Duchess of 
York's first child, who came 
into the world on what many 
believe to be the luckiest day 
of the century. 

She was bom on the eighth day of 
the eighth month of 1988, a 
dale which according to 
Chinese superstition is the 
luckiest of the century. 

On a day when international 
news was dominated by 
announcement of a ceasefire 
date in the Gulf war, Britain's 
popular newspapers carried 
the banner headline “It's a 
girl.” 

The Duke of York, Prince 
Andrew, who is Queen 
' Elizabeth's second son, 
waved at the cheering crowd 
* • as he drove from London's 
" • Portland Hospital after atten- 
ding the birth last night of his 
six pounds 12 ounce (3.06-kg) 
daughter. 

Crowds pressed against Buckin- 
gham Palace's railings to read 
an official birth notice 
announcing that mother and 
baby were well. 

The child will carry the title of 
princess and be fifth in line to 
the throne after Queen 
Elizabeth's eldest son Prince 
Charles, his children William 
and Harry, and Prince 
Andrew. Her name has not 
been announced yet but 
Elizabeth, Annabel and Vic- 
toria were the favoured 
forecasts. 

In pubs, drinkers “wet the baby's 
head" in toasts to her good 
health. Outside the hospital, 
London’s town crier dressed 
in ceremonial red regalia rang 
a big brass bell and sprayed 
champagne. 

Banners congratulating the royal 
couple fluttered from office 
windows as a small army of 
photographers awaited the 
arrival of royal visitors and 
hoped the duchess would pose 
with the baby at her window. 
The red-haired duchess is 
popularly known as “Fer- 
gie." “Hip, hip hooray Fergie 
is a mum,” read one headline 
in the popular Sun news- 
paper. Its masthead, renamed 
“royal baby sun" for the day, 
featured a drawing of a crow- 
ned stork carrying a baby. 
Newspapers predicted the new 
princess would be able to 
enjoy the luxuries of royal life 
without the duties and pres- 
sure suffered by those ahead 
of her in the line of succession.

Bombing will not intimidate 
US and Bolivia, says Shultz 


LA PAZ, Aug 9, (Reuter): 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
vowed that a bomb attack on his 
motorcade will not intimidate 
the United States or Bolivia in 
their fight against drug traffick- 
ers. 

“We will not be intimidated 
and the Bolivian govern men twill 

not be intimidated,” Shultz said 
at a press conference after the 
attack yesterday. 

No one was injured but four 
motorcade cars were damaged 
when the remote-controlled 
dynamite blew up near the road 
moments after Shultz passed.

Some Bolivian officials think 
the explosives, which were 
evidently too weak to kill Shultz, 
were set off by drug traffickers in 
an effort to intimidate the 

Catholics 
riot across 
N. Ireland 

BELFAST, Aug 9, (UPI): 
Thousands of Catholics rioted 
across Northern Ireland early 
today, hurting firebombs and 
torching cars in anti-British 
protests to mark the 17th 
anniversary of Britain's onetime 
policy ' of interning Irish 
Republican Army suspects with- 
out trial. 

As the situation quietened 
down by late evening, a police 
spokesman said 42 people had 
been arrested after a total of 83 
separate attacks against security 
forces in! at least a dozen towns. 
No deaths were reported, but 
eight policemen and at least four 
civilians were hospitalised with 
injuries, according to a prov- 
isional toll. 

“It was basically a sporadic 
night of violence that spilled over 
into the early hours today," a 
police spokeswoman told UPI. 
“The situation has returned to 
normal now, but we are 
obviously on the alert for further 
Lrouble." 

At least three people were 
reported missing after their car 
was forced to a stop by a burning 
barricade in an Irish Republican 
Army stronghold and they were 
pulled from their vehicle, auth- 
orities said. Police had no further 
details on the incident. 

Officials and witnesses said the 
riots, including bomb and gun 
attacks against police and Army 
posts by gangs of up to 200 
youths in some cases, erupted 
shortly after midnight when IRA 
supporters lit bonfires to com- 
memorate the 17th anniversary 
of interning IRA suspects with- 
out trial, a policy introduced in 
1971, but abandoned in 1975.

AMMAN, Aug 9, (Agencies): 
US envoy Richard Murphy said 
today Washington wfll continue 
dealing with Jordan in Middle 
East peace moves, despite King 
Hussein’s decision to sever ties 
with the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank. 

“We are going to continue to 
work with Jordan and other 
Arab states to try to advance 
through negotiations a compre- 
hensive peace,” Murphy said in a 
departure statement after con- 
ferring with King Hussein. 

He added that Jordan's com- 
mitment to the Palestinian issue 
“and to seek peace has been man- 
ifested for many years — and I 
heard no suggestions that Jordan 
was in any way backing away 
from the commitment.” 

Murphy arrived here yester- 
day to seek clarifications follow- 
ing Hussein’s decision last week 
to sever Jordan’s legal and 
administrative links with the 
Palestinians in the formerly Jor- 
danian administered West Bank. 

The king has explained that his 
move was designed to strengthen 
the Palestinian struggle for self- 
determination. On Sunday he 
announced that he would extend 
full recognition to a proposed 
Palestinian govemment-in-exile 
as soon as it was formed by the- 
PLO. 


Asked whether Washington 
would recognise a Palestinian 
government-iii-exile, Murphy 
said: “This is just too hypoth- 
etical for me to answer. 

“As far as 1 know there is no 
decision to form such govern- 
ment... Questions that face get- 
ting into a peace settlement in the 
region are going to require 
negotiations... These things are 
not going to be settled outside the 
negotiating arena." 

Murphy flew to Cairo, the fifth 
stop in his tour after Israel, 
Lebanon and Syria. 

Asked whether he would con- 
fer with Palestinian officials 
while in Cairo.

91 killed as storm 
hits eastern China 


BEIJING. Aug 9, (UPI): The 
biggest typhoon to hit eastern 
China in 30 years destroyed 
thousands of homes, killed at 
least 91 people and leftmore than 
100 fishermen missing as it 
devastated coastal cities, local 
officials said today. 

Officials in the scenic city of 
Hangzhou, capital of Zhejiang 
province, mobilised more than 
1 ,000 troops and 10,000 workers 
after the storm left it without 
electricity. Police patrolled dark- 
ened streets and alleys overnight 
to control traffic and prevent 
looting. 

The typhoon struck the eas- 
tern province early Monday as 
residents recovered from two 
OLher weather disasters — a killer 
heal wave and the worst flooding 
in 40 years, which left as many as 
500 people dead last week. 

In a rare public admission of 
the devastation, Zhejiang gover- 
nor Shen Zulun described the 
damage as “extremely serious" 
and said “a great number of farm 
fields had been flooded and 
houses destroyed," the official 
Xinhua news agency reported. 

At least 91 people were killed 
and more than 524 injured across 


the province in the storm, which 
uprooted hundreds of trees and 
cut power in Hangzhou, a 
popular tourist destination, said 
Xie Longda, an official at the 
Zhejiang flood and drought con- 
trol headquarters. 

He said provincial officials 
plan to contact international 
relief organisations to help 
reconstruction efforts due to the 
spate of recent natural disasters. 

“The damage is particularly 
serious because this is just the 
most recent in a string of weather 
calamities which have struck the 
province this summer,” said U 
Qiang, a spokesman for Hangz- 
hou civil affairs bureau. 

The typhoon’s high winds des- 
troyed more than 18,000 houses 
across 20 counties, and ruined 
around 100,000 acres of cotton 
and damaged 165,000 acres of 
arable- land, Li said. It was the 
worn storm to hit the province 
since 1956. 

In the ports of Ningbo and 
Zhoushan, officials said 14 fish- 
ing boats sank and seven were 
missing at sea, leaving two fisher- 
men dead and 1 10 others miss- 
ing. Another 58 boats sank in the 
Qian tang river.

BANGKOK, Aug9, (Agencies): 
Security forces killed at least 36 
demonstrators and arrested 
nearly 1,500 as massive protests 
erupted today in Rangoon and 
26 other areas of Burma, state- 
owned Radio Rangoon repor- 
ted. 

Reports from Rangoon-based 
diplomatssaid the casualty toll in 
Rangoon may have been higher 
as troops in the Burmese capital 
fired on demonstrators calling 
for the overthrow of new 
President Sein Lwin. 

A US official in Washington 
said witnesses reported seeing 
demonstrators carrying bodies 
of dead protesters over their 
heads as they marched through 
the streets of Rangoon. 

The radio broadcast said 
military authorities clamped an 
indefinite 8 pm to 4 am curfew on 


of more than five people. The city 
has been under martial law since 
Aug 3. 

Security forces opened fire on 
four occasions today and 
casualty figures were still being 
gathered, the radio said. It repor- 
ted 1,451 “looters and distur- 
bance makers” had been arres- 
ted, but It was unclear whether 


this included an earlier announ- 
ced figureof more than 800 arres- 
ted during protests yesterday. 

Theraaiosaid five people were 
known to have been killed and 55 
wounded in Rangoon, while 31 
people died and 37 were woun- 
ded when 5,000 demonstrators 
tried to seize the police station in 
Sagaing, in central Burma. 

Protests 

Sagaing, one of Burma's Bud- 
dhist centres, is located near 
Mandalay, the country's second- 
largest ciLy and site of other 
protests. The broadcast listed a 
total of 26 areas, not including 
Rangoon, where demonstra- 
tions had broken out 

The US official, who spoke on 
condition of not being identified, 
said reports from Rangoon . 
indicated the number of casual- 
ties today could be in “the hun- 
dreds.” But the official warned: 
“It takes days for such informa- 
tion to be sorted out, witnesses 
interviewed and exact numbers 
arrived at.” 

One Rangoon-based diplomat 
said there* were reports of more 
than 100 people killed as 
students, monks and others con- 
fronted heavily armed soldiers 
that deployed in the city after 


martial law was declared last 
week. 

All schools throughout the 
country, a main source of 
opposition, were closed on Mon- 
day and diplomats said office 
workers were sem home. 

Martial law has been in effect 
in Rangoon since last Wednes- 
day, with troops replacing the 
hated Lon Htein riot police on 
the streets. 

Diplomats said the military 
appeared to tolerate Monday's 
demonstration but were 
deployed to break them up 
today. 

Burmese working for foreign 
news organisations and based in 
Rangoon said they had been 
called to the official news agency 
of Burma to be given a briefing. 

They said they were unable to 
move through the streets in early 
afternoon because of the shoot- 
ing and the massive crowds. The 
capital, with a population of 3-5 
million, was swelled by big 
crowds moving in from outlying 
areas. 

The student-led demonstra- 
tions were the climax of six mon- 
ths of social and political turmoil 
that has shaken the tight grip the 
ruling military-led Burma

In Bangkok and Hong Kong, 
Burmese consular officials said 
(hey had been ordered by Ran- 
goon to slop issuing tourist visas 
to Burma, but the Burmese 
embassy in Tokyo said it was 
continuing to process them. 

Businessmen could still apply 
for spedal visas to enter the 
country, the officials said.

The Associated Press 
has been unable to enter the 
country and its Rangoon corre- 
spondent, Sein Win. was arrested 
by authorities last month along 
with a number of critics of the 
government. 


New protein 
can block 
AIDS virus 

WASHINGTON, Aug 9, (Reu- 
ter): Medical researchers said 
they had synthesised a protein 
found in laboratory tests to 
prevent the AIDS virus from 
infecting human imm une cells. 

The protein “seems to prevent 
infection of the body's immune 
cells by the AIDS virus in the 
laboratory,” said Lee Eidcn, a 
scientist at the National Institute 
of Mental Health who led the 
team. 

Eidentold Reuters laboratory 
results were sufficiently 
encouraging to begin testing the 
protein in September on monk- 
eys infected with a virus s imilar 
to AIDS. 

But it was too early to say 
whether the protein would even- 
tually be found able to block the 
AIDS virus from infecting 
humans- 

EulenTetfa team of researchers 
from .the Mental Health Ins- 
ti turn 1 , 'thr National Cancer Ins- 
titute,' 'Phe -¥oo& aiid Drug 
Administration and Genelabs 
Inc. of Redwood City. 

The synthesised protein was 
derived from CD4, a large 
molecule found at the point of 
the shell of a disease-fighting cell 
where the AIDS virus attaches 
itself priorto entering the cell and 
killing it 

Genital ulcers and being cir- 
cumcised appear to increase the 
odds a heterosexual male will 
become infected with the AIDS 
virus, researchers reported in fin- 
dings that could help pinpoint 
new ways to stem the epidemic. 


Trial resumes in Frankfurt 

Hamadi confesses 
to TWA hijacking 


FRANKFURT. Aug 9, 
(Reuter): A Lebanese confessed 
in a West German court today to 
the 1985 hijacking of a US 
airliner to Beirut in which an 
American serviceman was shot 
to death. 

Mohammad Ali Hamadi, a 
Shiite Muslim, made the admis- 
sion in a statement in Frankfurt 
in courtroom where he has 
on trial for more than a 
month. 

It was the first time Hamadi 
had spoken about the hijacking 
charge at the trial. He did not 
refer to a charge of murdering US 
Navy diver Robert Stethem, who 
was shot dead during the hijack- 
ing. 

In a statement issued shortly 
after today's session of the trial : 
began today, Hamadi said he and : 
another man commandeered the 
Trans World Airlines (TWA) 
plane to Beirut after it took off 
from Athens, with the aim of 
obtaining thereleaseofhundreds 
of Shiite Muslim guerrillas held 
in Israel. 

The hijacking ended and 39 
American hostages were freed at 
Beirut airport alter 1 7 days when 
Israel agreed to release about 700 
guerrillas. 

Hamadi, who has said he took 
part in fighting against Israeli 
troops in Lebanon, told the court 
the decision to hijack the plane 
was taken only after all other 
attempts to secure the guerrillas* 


release had failed. 

Hamadi said the world was 
deaf as far as the guerrillas held in 
Israel were concerned. 

Freedom 

“There was no other pos- 
sibility to obtain their freedom, 
except the method which was 
then used,” Hamadi testified, 
referring to the June hijacking. 

His surprise admission to the 
hijacking threw into question the 
future course of the trial, in 
which many former TWA hos- 
tages had been scheduled to tes- 
tify as witnesses starting next 
month. 

Until today, Hamadi had 
totally refused to comment on 
the murder and air piracy char- 
ges against him, and his trial had 
been expected to last many mon- 
ths. 

-The- trial, a rare case of- an- 
accused Arab hijacker reachinga 
Western court, has been closely 
monitored by the United Slates 
* which originally sought 
Hamadfs extradition after bis 
arrest in West Germany in Jan- 
uary, 1987. 

In his statement today, 
Hamadi accused Israel of violat- 
ing international law with its 
periodic incursions into 
Lebanon to battle Palestinian 
and S hi 'ite guerrillas. 

“If this act (hijacking) that I 
committed is illegal, then it's the 
outflow of the illegal behaviour 
of Israel,” Hamadi said . 


Cyprus peace 
talks to start 
in Geneva 

NICOSIA. Aug 9. tAP): The 
peace talks between the Greek 
and Turkish Cypriot leaders due 
to start at the United Nations in 
New York on Aug 24 will take 
place in Geneva, Cyprus govern- 
ment spokesman Akis Fantis 
said today. 

Fa n tis sa id this was done a 1 1 he 
request of UN Secretary-Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar, who 
will be in the Swisscity at the time 
for the opening of direct peace 
talks between Iran and Iraq on 
Aug 25. 

Cyprus President George Vas- 
siliou and Rauf Denktash, the 
President of the breakaway 
Turkish Cypriot state in North 
Cyprus, are being brought 
together by the UN chief in an 
effort to settle the problem of the 
war-divided east Mediterranean 
island. 

• Vassiliou returned to Cyprus 
earlier in the day from a 10-day 
.visit to the United States during 
_wb»cji he conferred with 
President Ronald Reagan, 
Secretary of State Goerge Shultz 
and other officials. 

Satisfied 

Talking to newsmen on his 
arrival Vassiliou said he was 
“fully satisfied" with the results 
of his visit, which he described as 
“very useful and fruitful.” 

He added that the United 
States had shown great under- 
standing and Look a clear stand 
in support of the resumption of 
the peace talks under the aus- 
pices of the UN secretary-gen- 
eral. 


Indian police 
accused of 
torturing 
people 

LONDON. Aug 9, (Reuter): 
Thousands of people have been 
unlawfully killed, tortured and 
detained by Indian police and 
security forces. Amnesty Inter- 
national charged today. 

The London-based human 
rights group, in a report on 
India's human rights record 
since Aug 1987, said the viola- 
tions had occurred because legal 
safeguards had been altered and 
national and state security forces 
were operating with impunity. 

“There is a serious danger of 
innocent individuals falling vic- 
tims to the widely defined powers 
which the government has given 
to members of the security forces 
under special laws to arrest, 
detain and shoot to kill if such 
powers arc used arbitrarily." it 
said. 

Amnesty called on the govern- 
ment to abolish the death pen- 
alty. restore legal safeguards and 
set up independent investiga- 
tions of all cases of death in cus- 
tody. unlawful killings and tor- 
ture. 

It said it had submitted the 
report to Indian Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi in June but had 
received no reply. 

A spokesman for the Indian 
Home Ministry in Delhi 
indicated that the allegations 
wereimailer for the courts and 
said: “The Indian legal system is 
quite independent and can take 
care of such complaints. We are 
an open society with an indepen- 
dent legal system where the 
judiciary is not only independent 
but also known for its indepen- 
dence.” 

No reaction 

The government has told 
parliament in the past that it 
takes no notice of Amnesty 
reports. 

Amnesty said certain prison- 
ers could now be tried without 
usual safeguards and security 
forces were immune to prosecu- 
tion. Those most vulnerable to 
abuse were members of the 
scheduled castes or tribes (so- 
called “untouchables”). 

The most persistent allega- 
tions of torture were in the state 
of Punjab, where prisoners 
reported being beaten while sus- 
pended from the ceiling, 
sometimes upside down, and 
given electric shocks. 

Dozens of deaths in custody 
were also reported including 
people involved in peaceful 
political activity. 

Those responsible have not 
been brought to justice. Amnesty 
said, adding that under a con- 
stitutional amendment passed in 
March the government can pro- 
claim a state of emergency in 
Punjab and even suspend the 
protection of life. 

The report also died allega- 
tions of extrajudicial killings by 
security forces. 


N. Korea seeks urgent 
talks on Olympics 


SEOUL, Aug 9, (AP): North 
Korea called today for urgent 
parliamentary talks on its 
demand to co-host the Olympic 
Games and rejected South 
Korea’s proposal for prelimin- 
ary negotiations. 

The Communist North said it 
would agree to a meeting Aug 1 7 
to handle logistical arran- 
gements for inter-parliamentary 
talks on the Olympics and a non- 
aggression pacL 

“Time is too short to take the 
form of holding a preliminary 
contact and then the full talks 
under the present condition 
where 40 days ... are left until the 
opening of the Olympic Games 
that must be debated as an urgent 
agenda item,” the letter said. 

The Olympic Games start Sept 
1 7 in Seoul and North Korea has 
said it will boycott unless it can 
co-host the event. 

The letter from Yang Hyong 
Sop, chairman of the Supreme 
People’s Assembly, said it wan- 
ted the first full meeting of both 
parliaments to be held in its 
capital of Pyongyang. It was 
addressed to South Korean 
national assembly speaker Kim 
Chae-Sun. 

The letter, delivered at the bor- 
der- truce site of Panmunjom, 


said just three to five delegates 
from each side should attend the 
Aug 17 meeting rather than 15- 
member delegations proposed 
by Seoul. 

Agenda 

South Korea, which had ten- 
tatively accepted a North 
Korean call last month for leg- 
islative talks on the Olympics 
and non-aggression pact, wants 
detailed preliminary talks to set 
an agenda. It called for the 
preliminary negotiations this 
week. 

Officials in Seoul were study- 
ing the North Korean letter and 
had no immediate reaction. 

South Korea fears the North 
may use terrorism to try and dis- 
rupt the Olympics and the new 
moves to reduce tension stirred 
hopes of ending any potential 
threat. 

North Korea was implicated 
in the Nov 29 bombing ofa South 
Korean airliner with the deaths 
of all 1 15 people aboard as part 
of efforts to disrupt the Olym- 
pics. 

The North sees the South's 
hosting of the Olympics as a 
major political defeat since both 
sides claim to be the sole 
legitimate government on the 
divided Korean peninsula. 
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Ferry victims cremated 
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KATIHAR. Aug 9. (AP): Police 
marksmen fired seven shots into 
the air today as a show of respect 
for more than 400 people who 
died in India's worst ferry disa- 
ster. 

“Let their souls rest in peace,” 
Hindu pandits and Muslim cler- 
gies prayed. Bodies of 10 Hindu 
victims were placed on wooden 
logs near the banks of the sacred 
Ganges river and set afire.

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Gulf war casualty

Estimated casualties in the eight- 
year Gulf war is largely a guess- 
ing game, according to military 
experts who say it is unlikely 
anyone will ever know exactly 
how many Iranians and Iraqis 
died. 

British military sources 
estimated the number of dead at 
one million — 730.000 Iranians 
and 230,000 Iraqis — but say the 
figures are based on guesswork 
as well as intelligence informa- 
tion gathered in Tehran and 
Baghdad. 

Exaggerated 

“We worked out a formula 
that X means Y and Y means Z,” 
one source said. “We took into 
consideration that military com- 
manders coming back from the 
front exaggerated." 

The source said no one in

Britain was in a position to know 
the exact number of wounded 
and "if you add up all their 
claims, you end up with the 
population of China." 

Heno Kopietzof the London- 
based International Institute for 
Strategic Studies said: "Both 
sides have been lying, understat- 
ing their own casualties while 
exaggerating their enemy's” 

Asked about the figure of one 
million dead, he said: "Whether 
it is high or low, we don’t know. 
None of us so-called experts has 
been in the middle of the right- 
ing.” 

But Francis Tusa of the Royal 
Institute for Defence Studies in 
London said the Iranians proba- 
bly lost between 330,000 and 

300.000 dead and the Iraqis, 

150.000 to 200,000. 

The number of wounded is 


apparently double those figures, 
he said. 

Tusa said he based his 
estimates on statements from 
Iran and Iraq — with significant 
adjustments. 

"Iraqi (statements) are getting 
alittlemore reasonable in the last 
few months. They are claiming 
(to have killed) in the low 
thousands or hundreds. You can 
pretty much estimate they are 
relatively accurate if you knock a 
nought (zero) off and divide by 
two." 

Modified 

Iranian casualty statements 
should be modified by "taking a 
nought off and dividing by 
three,” Tusa said. 

"If you add up all the ligures, 
you come up somewhere that 
they killed every living male in 
Iraq several times over,” he said.

(Reuter): British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher flew into the 
Gulf today to pay a surprise visit 
to British warships the day after a 
ceasefire date was announced in 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

Thatcher broke her journey 
home from a trip to Australia 
and the Far East to spend two 
hours aboard the destroyer HMS 
Manchester in a move kept secret 
until the last minute for security 
reasons. 

Delight 

On arrival at the ship, com- 
mand vessel of the Armil la Patrol 
Task Force escorting British 
merchant ships plying the trou- 
bled waterway. Thatcher expres- 
sed delight that her visi t came j ust 
the day after US Secretary-Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar set 
Aug 20 for a ceasefire. 

“I welcome the decisions of the 
Iranian and Iraqi governments 
to accept a ceasefire to be foll- 
owed by direct talks,” she said. “I 
hope this will lead to an early end 


to this terrible conflict which has 
cost so many lives." 

A statement released as she 
toured the type 42 destroyer said: 
"A ceasefire in itself is not 
enough. What is needed ... is a 
comprehensive and lasting set- 
tlement which will restore peace 
and stability to the region." 

Thatcher’s statement added: 
"I have decided to break my jour- 
ney here in order to visit the 
Arm ilia patrol and express sup- 
port for our friends in the 
Arabian peninsula and the Gulf 
region.” 

Facilities 

Shore facilities for the British 
ships have been provided by 
Dubai and Bahrain. 

“The Armilla patrol has been 
doing a vital job protecting Brit- 
ish merchant shipping and help- 
ing uphold the principle of 
freedom of navigation. 

"Our commitment will remain 
as long as a threat to merchant 
shipping continues.” 

Britain established the Armilla 
patrol in 1980 at the start of the 


Gulf conflict to protect British 
ships from attack m the southern 
Gulf between Bahrain and the 
Strait of Hormuz. 

As well as HMS Manchester, 
at present lying off Dubai, it con- 
sists of the frigates London and 
Charybdis and the support tan- 
ker Tide Spring. 

Britain also has three Hunt- 
class minesweepers operating 
with one Dutch and one Belgian 
ship clearing mines in the same 
area for the past year. 

Thatcher was flown 10 min- 
utes by helicopter from Dubai, 
where her Royal Air Force VC- 
10 landed and where she was met 
by UAE Defence Minister 
Sheikh Mohammad Bin Rashid 
A1 Maktoum, son of the ruler of 
Dubai. 

Flown 

Thatcher, accompanied by 
husband Denis, was flown in to 
the 3, 500- ton destroyer’s rear 
deck helipad in a Lynx helicopter 
escorted by a larger Sea King, 
touching down as the ship made 
speed at five knots in calm 
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As die landed tpi.Wazipg: sun 
and a temperature tipping 40 
degrees Centigrade (100 Fahren- 
heit), Thatcher — known to dis- 
like heat — savoured the slight 
breeze and said: “It's a little 
cooler here.” 

Aboard the destroyer, That- 
cher met about 70 of the ship’s 
crew, Britain's senior naval 
officer Middle East, Comman- 
der Pat McLaron, and the cap- 
tains of the Manchester, the two 
frigates and the five mines-

On guard 

She said it would continue as 
long as needed and told reporters 
that everyone had to remain on 
guard until peace was firmly 
established. 

“The Armilla patrol will stay 
here until we are certain there is 
no further threat,” she added. 


Monitoring Gulf ceasefire 


UN force will face many hazards 


NICOSIA, Aug 9, (Reuter): A 
thin line of blue berets charged 
with monitoring a truce in the 
Gulf war will face inhospitable 
mountain, desert and marsh and 
two opposing armies sworn to 
destroy each other. 

“It will be a very tough assign- 
ment, with innumerable mili tary 
and political hazards,” said a 
veteran soldier serving with UN 
forces in the Middle East. 

Bloodiest 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar has announced 
a ceasefire to lake effect on Aug 
20, ending almost eight years of 
war between Iran and Iraq. 

The conflict has seen some of 
the bloodiest fighting since 
World War Two and cost an 
estimated one million lives. 

Perez de Cuellar has asked the 
Security Council to send a UN 
observer force, initially number- 
ing about 350, to the warfronl to 
monitor the truce. 

Strung out along the 740-mile 
(1,200-km) front, this would 
mean no more than one of the 
blue beret UN peacekeepers 
every two miles (three km). 

The peacekeepers, labelled the 
UN Iran-Iraq Military Observer 
Group (UNIIMOG), would be 
unarmed in confronting two 
belligerents whose enemity is 
unlikely to evaporate overnight. 

Their job will be to report 
ceasefire violations and. where 
possible, to contain violence by 
diplomacy rather than gunfire. 

“Success or failure — indeed, 
the survival of UN troops — will 
depend on the altitude of the 


protagonists and the strength of 
Security Council resolve.” said 
the soldier. 

Observers say the history of 
UN peacekeeping operations in 
the region shows the world body 
faces a predicament over the size 
of any neutral peace force. 

If it is large — say 10,000 men 

— it can be seen by one side or 
another as an occupation army, 
and become the target for 
deliberate attack. 

But if it is a symbolic presence 

— and that appears to be Perez 
de Cuellar's recommendation — 
it may not be taken seriously by 
rival forces in the frontline and 
could be brushed aside in ren- 
ewed hostilities. 

Another hazard is the presence 
of irregular forces — Kurdish 
fighters, Iranian dissidents sup- 
ported by Baghdad as well as 
Iranian-tacked Iraqi fundamen- 
talists opposed to the rule of 
President Saddam Hussein. 

Any one of these maverick 
groups could upset the peace- 
keeping applecart. 

Terrain 

Then there is the terrain and 
the weather, which could com- 
bine to hamper efforts by mobile 
UN troops to reach a particular 
flashpoint. 

In winter, access to the moun- 
tainous north is clogged with ice 
and snow. In summer, the south- 
ern sector is a humid oven. 

The record of UN peacekeep- 
ing is bloody and strewn with 
setbacks, particularly in the caul- 
dron of Arab- Israeli conflict 

In 1948. the Security Council 


declared the old city in Jerusalem 
a demilitarised zone, but with the 
withdrawal of the British from 
the area, Arab forces and Jewish 
settlers fought over it. UN 
mediator Count Foke Ber- 
nadette was assassinated by gun- 
men, widely believed to be Jewish 
extremists. 

In 1956, Canada proposed a 
buffer force to separate Israel 
and Egypt in the wake of the Suez 
crisis, and the Security Council 
sent a UN emergency force in to 
control Gaza and Sharm El 
Sheikh on the southern tip of 
Sinai. 

As war approached in 1967, 


Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser called for the with- 
drawal of some UN positions, 
and the entire force that bad kept 
Israel and its most populous 
Arab foe at arm's length was 
pulled out_ 

In 1978, a UN force was des- 
patched to South Lebanon to 
supervise the restoration of 
Lebanese authority up to its 
frontier with Israel. 

But the chaos of Lebanon's 
deepening civil war and the 1982 
Israeli invasion made the mission 
of the 5,700-strong UN Interim 
Force in Lebanon (UN1FIL) all 
but impossible. 



“You have probably heard 
earlier today from HH the Amir 
of the government’s concern 
with youths,” the Crown Prince 
said.

BASED on John Nichols* 1 973 
novel. The Milagro Beanfield 
War is a poignant, funny story 
which illuminates the culture of 
the people of New Mexico, but 
although the Chicano back- 
ground and history is an impor- 
tant window-dressing, it does 
not outweigh the basic theme. 

It is not racial exploitation, 
but water that is the most 
important issue in Milagro. To 
the Chicano townspeople the 
land is dry and barren: to the 
area's richest Anglo citizen, it is 
nerely underdeveloped. The 
only obviously racial element in 
the film comes from the gover- 
nor's office, where politicians 
plot the inevitable migration of 
“those people" away from 
Milagro when a proposed 
recreational area is built. 

The film opens with a 
visually beautiful sequence 
which creates a slightly mys- 
tical setting for the tale abo ut to 
unfold. Thereafter, however, 
Robert Redford's second direc- 
torial effort approaches that 


Plotting politicians 


plateau several times, but never 
quite achieves it again, settling 
for charm instead. At it's best. 
The Milagro Beanfield War is 
the portrait of a people who live 
in any small town that is 
gradually dying. 

Red ford resists the trap of 
over-enobling his Latino 
characters and instead sym- 
pathetically portrays all sides 
of a complex and very real 
dilemma. To be sure, the gor- 
geous photography of Robbie 
Greenberg and the music of 
Dave Grusin lend the Him a 
slightly ethereal quality. But 
the balanced performances of 
one of the finest group of 
character actors assembled in 
recent years keep the Film 
going. 

In the end the film may not 
do too well at a youth and 
action dominated box-office, 
and may have to settle for win- 
ning awards and eventually 


evolving into a “classic." 

Above The Law is a new 
“corruption in high places” 
thriller, starring Steven Seagal 
and Pam Grier as a police team 
out to make the world a better 
place.

The Second Victory is a very 
good war thriller, based on a 
book by Morris West. The set- 
ting is wonderfully atmos- 


pheric — Austria in the winter 
at the end of World War Two, 
where allied troops are the 
occupying force until the 
citizens can get back to govern- 
ing themselves. Major Mark 
Hanlon {Anthony Andrews) is 
on the way to a small Austrian 
town under his command — 
QueUenberg — when his ser- 
geant is kilted by a lone sniper 
wearing Austrian Army 
uniform. Hanlon is convinced 
that the killer is a local man and 
is determined to catch him. He 
is intent on meting out justice 
with mercy but the odds are 
a gains t him. 

As well as trying to track 
down the killer, Hanlon is also 
investigating the actions of 
another QueUenberg resident; a 
middle-aged man who was an 
allied agent during the war, but 
is now suspected of stealing 
from the victims of the Nazi 


oppression. To complicate 
matters still further Hanlon 
falls in love. All in all a good 
thriller with several twists and 
turns in theploL 
Staying Together is a tear 
jerker drama about a young 
family who fight to remain 
together when both their 
parents die. Cherry 2000 should 
appeal to sci-fi fans and teen- 
agers. Set in the future, it tells of 
a young man 's desperate search ' 
to repair his beautiful android 
girl-friend after she has short- 
circuited due to the kitchen sink 
overflowing at an inopportune 
moment- The new sqap-opera 
capitol continues, recounting 
the scandals behind the closed 
doors ofWashingtou, also Eas- 
teaders.

surveys. “When The Running 
Man came out last year,” 
Arnold asserts in a voice from 
which heavy portions of his 
Austrian accent have been 
pruned, “the executive 
producer. Keith Barish, tells 
me that tins picture elicited by 
far the most female enthusiasm .

Of course he was being 
ironic; humour prevails in all 
his deadpan readings, offscreen 
and on. but as an actor. Arnold 
would now .like to be. taken 
seriously. In Red Heat, his 
current thriller, he's more poli- 
shed than he's been, and in his 
USSR officer’s uniform, he's 
much less the muscleman, more 
adult somehow. 

Arnold started ' lifting 
weights when he was fifteen. 
“Other guys had pinup girls on 
their walls, I had musclemen 
flexing" After a year as an Aus- 
trian Army tank driver, he ran a 
gym in Munich, lifted weights 
five hours a day every day for 
two years to build the body with 
which he'd be named Mr 
Universe five times. Mr Olym- 
pia seven times, Mr World 
once. From the start, he treated 
bodybuilding as a business, to 
run with his uncanny flair for 
self-marketing and self-promo- 
tion. 

“America was the dream.” 
Arnold will murmur nostal- 
gically, “and the discipline of

weight training had given me 
tremendous confidence. In the 
USA. I could do anything!” He 
arrived in 1968, headed west. 
Nights he studied economics at 
University of California in Los 
Angeles (UCLA). Days he and 
Franco Columbu tan a brick- 
laying company they named 
Pumping Bricks, and Arnold 
began- promoting his own 
body-building events, wrote 
magazine articles on the 
subject, eventually setting up a 
mad -order house to sell book- 
lets with titles such as “How 
Arnold builds His Chest Like a 
Fortress." as well as Arnold T- 
shxrts, photos, body-building 
records, videos and seminars. 

Of course; Arnold-as-mus- 
cle-magnate-and -land-baron 
wasn't enough for him: even as 
a kid. he'd had his eye on the 
silver screen. He got a Golden 
Globe award as 1976’s best 
newcomer for his role as a Mr 
Olympia hopeful in Stay Hun- 
gry, in which he starred with 
Jeff Bridges and Sally Field. 
Though critics lambasted him 


in his next movie, Conan the 
Barbarian, this 1981 film gros- 
sed over a hundred million, and 
its 1984 sequel, Conan the Des- 
troyer, did nearly as well. That 
same year. The Terminator 
established Arnold as a bona- 
fide actor. His poker-faced way 
with ironic one-liners was put 
to good use in Commando and 
Raw Deal and in last year's 
Predator and The Running i 
Man, and all were box office 
bonanzas. The Running Man is 
currently showing in Kuwait. 

Arnold earns ten million 
dollars a movie and, with 
points, could easily make | 
another few million. Business 1 
journals reporting his success 
state that from acting and his 
other ventures, he'll gross 
almost twenty million this year. 

Arnold grins when you men- 
tion the numbers. Hell make 
even more when he starts 
producing his own pictures, his i 
next move. For now, he’s acting ; 
in a film in which heand Danny 
De Vito play twins — "because 
it’s different and fun.”

Ceasefire only 


the beginning

UNITED NATIONS, fAP)r 
After a thousand years of Arab- 
Persian hostility and eight years 
of bloodshed between Iran and 
Iraq, peace has been a precious 
but chimeric commodity. 

But after a yearlong UN peace 
effort and two weeks of delicate, 
sometimes deadlocked negotia- 
tions to end the Iran-Iraq war. a 
ceasefire is at hand. 

On Monday, UN Secretary- 
General Javier Pbrez de Cuellar 
announced that the guns would 
fall silent on Aug 20 and that 
boLh sides would hold face-to- 
face peace talks in Geneva under 
UN auspices five days later. 

“I am persuaded that both 
nations deeply wanted peace and 
are committed to it," he said. 
And that opened the way. 

It also opens the way for 
improved relations between the 
United States and Iran, a 
reduced US naval presence in the 
Gulf and a better atmosphere in 
which to seek release of Western 
hostages held by Iranian fun- 
damentalists in Lebanon. 

Victory 

The ceasefire announcement 
was the second major victory in 
achieving an accord for Perez de 
Cuellar since April, when Pakis- 
tan and Afghanistan signed a 
UN -mediated political 

agreement providing for with- 
drawal of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. 

But unlike the Afghan 
accords, UN Resolution 598 — 
the peace plan for the Gulf war — 
was a comprehensive formula for 
peace between combatants. 

Numerous similar resolutions 
on raging conflicts in the Middle 
East and southern Africa have 
gone unheeded. But Resolution 
598 appears to be on its way to 
becoming a reality. 

As in fie case of Afghanistan, 
the time was ripe fora UN effort. 
Both Gulf war foes were drawn 
to the negotiating table by econ- 
omical and political compul- 
sions, and by their weariness of 
war, not their dedication to 


The two shattered nations 
have nothing to show for the 
conflict that has claimed up to 
one million lives in the most 
gruesome conflict since World 
War II. The battle lines today are 
much as they were in September 
1980 when the conflict started. 

If anything, the bitterness is 
greater, and Iraq's massive and 
frequent use of internationally 
outlawed poison gas has 
increased the enmity. 

Both sides now claim political 
victory and say the other side 
gave way. 

The ceasefire announcement 
culminated UN peace efforts 
that began a year ago on July 20, 
1987, when the Security Council 
adopted Resolution 598, deman- 
ding an immediate ceasefire and 
setting ouL a peace plan. 

Negotiate 

For a full year, Perez de 
Cuellar negotiated with both 
sides. 

Iraq, which was losing the war, 
immediately accepted Resolu- 
tion 598 last year and demanded 
strict sequential implementa- 
tion, ceasefire first. The plan also 
tails for a troop withdrawal, 
prisoner exchange, establish- 
ment of a tribunal to assess res- 
ponsibility for the damage, for- 
mal peace talks and reconstruc- 
tion. 

But Iran, which was winning, 
held out and refused to endorse 
Lhe Resolution, demanding that 


Iraq be branded the aggressor. 


? or a full year, Iran was bran- 
ded the obstructor of peace for 
not embracing the Security 
Council peace plan.

The proclamation also sig- 
nifies a revival of the financially 
ailing United Nations, after 
years of lying fallow and ineffec- 
tive, and a revival of apparent 
appreciation by the United 
Stales and other nations for the 
world body. 

Solutions 

The United Nations is expec- 
ted to play a peace-keeping role 
in southern Africa. It also has 
been seeking solutions to long- 
standing conflicts in Western 
Sahara and Cyprus and would 
play a peace-keeping role in 
Kampuchea. 

Despite the ceasefire announ- 
cement, however, the peace plan 
still has a long, problematic road 
ahead ofit.

The secretary-general 
declared he would send a 
ceasefire mission to both coun- 
tries and summoned the foreign 
ministers of both nations for 
final peace talks. 


Perez de Cuellar devised a for- 
mula of aceasefire to be followed 
rapidly by direct talks on a com- 
prehensive peace. Iran agreed 
immediately. 

To reassure Iraq, the five per- 
manent members of the Security 
Council — the United States, 
Britain, China, France and fie 
Soviet Union — delivered oral 
statements to both sides that they 
would insist on comprehensive 
implementation of the UN peace 
plan and would not accept only a 
truce. 


On Saturday, Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein announced he 
would go along with direct talks 
after a ceasefire. That cleared the 
way for the secretary-general's 
announcement. 


Perez de Cuellar 


A tireless worker 
for peace 


UNITED NATIONS, l Reuteri: 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, who on 
Monday announced an Aug 20 
ceasefire in Lhe 1 ran-1 raq war. has 
won respect as a tireless worker 
for peace since his appointment 
as UN secretary-general in Jan- 
uary 1982. 

Many diplomats feel that 
Perez de Cuellar, for all his work 
in seeking to end violence in 
Afghanistan, the Gulf. Angola 
and elsewhere around the globe. 
is a prime candidate for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

Perez de Cuellar was given lit- 
tle lime to adjust to his post. 

Within four months of taking 
over os secretary-general he was 

intervening in the conflict bet- 
ween Argentina and Britain over 
the Falkland island but was una- 
ble to avert the bloodshed. 

In January IQSShebroughuhe 
leaders of the Greek and Turkish 
factions on divided Cyprus 
together For the first time in six 
years after th 1974 Turkish 
invasion of the Mediterranean 
island but the talks collapsed.

In September 1987 he under- 
took a four-day mission, his 
second in just over two years, to 
the Gulf to try and halt the war 
between Iran and Iraq. U bore 
tittle fruit. 

But Perez de Cuellar was 
undaunted, working tirelessly at 
his thankless task and cvco over- 
coming a quadruple heart by- 
pass operation to be elected in 


1986 for a second term. 

lu April of this year, six years 
of diplomatic efforts lo end the 
Afghan crisis culminated with 
Afghanistan and Pakistan sign- 
ing UN-mediated agreements 
providing for the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops, creaLion of a 
neutral Afghan state and the 
voluntary repatriation of 
millions of Afghan refugees. 

A 68-year-old Peruvian, his 
appointment as UN secretary- 
general capped a career that 
began 40 years earlier as a 
student-clerk at the Foreign 
Ministry in Lima and blossomed 
into international diplomacy. 

He served his country as 
ambassador to Venezuela, the 
Soviet Union, Poland, Swit- 
zerland and the United Nations 
after holdding lower-ranking 
diplomatic posts in France, 
Britain, Bolivia and Brazil. 

Member 

His first contact with the 
United Nations was as a member 
of the Peruvian delegation lo the 
first session of the General 
Assembly in London in 1946. He 
went on to hold a number of 
senior posts with the world 
organisation. 

They included UN special 
representative in Cyprus from 
1975 to 1977 — a job he earned 
partly because of fie skilful way 
he presided over the Security 
Council in 1974 when a coup on 
the island precipitated the Turk- 
ish invasion. 


Internal problems persist

SEOUL, South Korea, (APJ: A 
Seoul newspaper recently repor- 
ted that the daughter ofPreside at 
Roh Tae-Woo was forced to stop 
using the national equestrian 
team's facilities after official 
protested. 

The appearance of such a 
report, and an ensuing presiden- 
tial scolding of police for trying 
to determine who leaked the 
incident, illustrate the easing of 
restrictions on the South Korean 
press after years of tight controls. 

Presidential aides said Roh 
was not aware of the “wrong 
police action" until he read press 
articles and quickly reprimanded 
police for trying to block the 
news. “I have never seen the 
president so mad," an aide was 
quoted as telling reporters. 

Restrictions 

The incident and the wide 
coverage it attracted was sym- 
bolic of how much the press 
situation has changed with South 
Korean reporters no longer fac- 
ing stringent government con- 
trols. 

But journalists say their strug- 
gle for press freedom has tended 
to take a new direction and they

still face many problems five 
months after Roh took office in 
February with a promise of full 
democracy and an end to auth- 
oritarian rule. 

Instead of fighting official res- 
trictions, reporters and editors 
now face internal disagreements 
over editorial freedom. Journal- 
ists' unions are taking a strong 
role in seeking greater power and 
control for their members. 

A rush to create new news- 
papers has otided to the indus- 
try's problems with rival publica- 
tions competing for staff and 
driving up wages in a skyrocket- 
ing spiral. 

Newspapers are filled with 
stories critical of the government 
and television newscasts, once 
notorious for being bland, are 
now quick to criticize official 
policies. 

After years of rigid restric- 
tions, the government came 
under public pressure and with- 
drew agents from newspapers 
and broadcasting stations. It also 
stopped issuing daily orders that 
regulated the types of stories and 


the way they appeared in news- 
papers.' 

Various laws that inhibited 
press activity were revised, mak- 
ing it easier for new newspapers 
and radio stations to be set up. 
Changes in the press laws created 
a rush to open new newspapers. 


Successful 


One newspaper, the Hank- 
yoreh Shinrnun, established by 
hundreds of reporters expelled in 
the 1970s for their anti-govern- 
ment views, made a successful 


start in May, increasing to 15 the 
af d 


number of daily newspapers in 
South Korea. 

Fifteen more daily newspapers 

are preparing to start publication 
before the end of the year. The 
Roman Catholic church and 
Buddhist groups plan to set up 
radio stations this year. 

New newspapers include the 
Sae Gae Times owned by Rev. 
Sunmyong Moon's Unification 
Church and the Kookmin Shin- 
rnun funded by Seoul’s Full Gos- 
pel Church, which claims a con- 
gregation of 500,000 people. 


The newspaper boom follow- 
ing years of controls that left a 
shortage of personnel has tou- 
ched off a war for qualified 
reporters and other staff. New 
publications are offering very 
generous, salaries to attract 
experienced reporters and wages 
have soared. 

Some top photographers have 
been attracting salaries of up to 
550,000 a year, while relatively 
inexperienced reporters are get- 
ting offers of $30,000 a year and 
more — unusually high salaries 
by South Korean standards. 

Obstacles 


Lee, whose association repre- 
sents some 3,000 reporters, said 
most “outside” controls have 
been removed, but the news 
media faces new internal challen- 


"Ostensibly, it looks like the 
press situation has improved, but 
there still are many legal obsta- 
cles limiting press freedom.” 

Lee Sang-Soo. spokesman 
of the largest opposition group, 
the Party for Peace and 
Democracy, said. 


Strike 


Despite the changes and 
improvement, opposition and 
dissident groups argue that 
South Korea's press situation is 
still far from being satisfactory. 
They say there stm are legal or 
institutional obstacles on press 
activity. 

“We are fighting an uphill bat- 
tle. The Korean press is m the 
midst of a transition,” said Lee 
Chun-Bal, president of the Jour- 
nalists Association of Korea. 


Lee said the media are packed 
with “domesticated" reporters, 
who prefer a comfortable and 
affluent lifestyle and don’t care 
much about pressing issues. 

“Most reporters are relatively 
affluent and do not seem to care 
much about the needy people, 
who account for a good part of 
the population," Lee said. 

Many journalists interviewed 
said reporters are now struggling 
internally to promote press 
freedom, with editors, reporters

Now the south — and par- 
ticularly Saigon, renamed Ho 
Chi Minh City — is providing the 
business expertise, the foreign 
connections and the food 
production needed to rescue nor- 
thern Vietnam from economic 
collapse. 

“Southerners have been 
quicker to take advantage of the 
new reforms, tr said Doan 
Nguyen, deputy director of 
Phong Phu Textile Mill in the 
suburbs of Ho Chi Minh City. 
“Many northerners are now 
coming here to learn from us.” 

Nguyen, a southerner who 
went north to join the commun- 
ists when the country was divided 


in 1954, ticked off reasons for the 
south's progress: 

• Better infrastructure of roads, 
power plants and factories.

Those advantages meant little 
when northern party cadre and 
government administrators 
moved into take over and put the 
south on the road to socialism.

NAZIR BAGH REFUGEE 
CAMP, Pakistan, (Reuter): 
Mohammad Karim was an 
Afghan guerrilla fighter until 
four years ago when a rocket 
fired from an attacking Soviet 
plane shattered his right leg. 

Today, he sits in Nazir Bagh 
refugee camp across the Afghan 
border in Pakistan operating the 
treadle of a sewing machine — 
making clothes from Soviet cloth 
smuggled from Afghanistan. 

The irony of using Soviet 
materials is not lost on the 35- 
year-old former fighter. But he is 
lucky to have a job at all at the 
sprawling camp's rehabilitation 
project.

“Hardly any of them have 
escaped the mental effects,'' said 
Afghan psychiatrist Moham- 
mad Azam Dadfar. 

“All refugees manifest some 
form of anxiety or depression. It 
is a normal reaction to their con- 
ditions.”

“The children are a lost gen- 
eration. They are the real victims 
of this conflict,” said Dadfar. 


Growing up without educa- 
tion, weakened by malnutrition 
and prey to illness they enter 
adulthood stunted both 
physically and intellectually. 

At Nazi r Bagh, a h uge camp of 
largely windowless mud brick 
houses near the Northwest Fron- 
tier city of Peshawar, more than 
half the45,000 refugees are under 
15 years old. 

Camp administrator Shiraz 
Alam told Reuters during a 
recent visit that many were bom 
there and knew no other life. 

For the women, grief through 
loss of husband or sons in battle, 
the miserable conditions of camp 
life and the seclusion thrust upon 
them by strict Islamic customs 
combine to cause a rising tide of 
depression and illness. 

In their old village life, the 
women would have been 
surrounded by friends and 
relatives from their own tribe. 

But in the camps, fslamic 
taboos are strictly observed and 
many rarely venture much 
beyond the four walls of their 
tiny homes, where they do needl- 
ework, suffering badly in the sti- 
fling heat of a north Pakistani 
summer. 

Even the mujahedeen, who 
flaunt their macho image as 


tough guerrilla fighters, are not 
immune to the mental strains of 
their battle to sweep Soviet sol- 
diers and Soviet soldiers and 
Soviet ideology from Afghanis- 
tan. 

According to Dadfar, they 


frequently suffer battle fatigue 
and shell sh 


f shellshock that comes out as 
a constant anger, irrational- 
aggression, nightmares and 
exhaustion. 

On theedge of the campdosest 
to the mo untains that hide the 
Afghan border just 30 km (20 
miles) away lies the burial 
ground. 

Tattered pieces of cloth on 
poles mark the graves of fighters 
“martyred” forthe cause and are 
a constant reminder to survivors. 

Dadfar, one other psychiatrist 
and a handful of helpers run the 
psychiatric cen tre for Afghans in 
Peshawar, which is home to 
many refugees and guerrilla 
leaders. 

They can deal with only a frac- 
tion of the worst cases among the 
3.3 million refugees spread 
across 332 official camps in Pak- 
istan, most of them dose to the 
Afghan border. 

Even so they have seen more 
than 10,000 cases in the first six 
months of 1988, almost as many 


as the whole of last year and way 
above the 4,200 who visited the 
.centre in 1986. 

“It is hard to give figures for all 
refugees,” he said. “But we have 
increasing numbers of people 
coming here. There is increasing 
fear ana anxiety in the camps. 

Mental illness strikes hardest 
at refugees previously used to a 
relatively comfortable middle 
class life, he betieves. 

“The educated people show 
the most problems because they 
fed the situation more I think. 

“In Afghanistan they had 
social standing and they lived in 
good conditions and now they 
are unemployed and they have 
nothing.” 

The refugee dream is to go 
back one day across the border to 
their homes and lands in Afghan- 
istan. 

But they say they are deter- 
mined not to return until after Lhe 
100,000 Soviet soldiers are fin- 
ally gone from their land. Mos- 
cow has promised to withdraw 
half its forces by the middle of 
this month and the rest by next 
Feb 15. 

“After the war there will be a 
chance for rehabilitation,” said 
Dadfar. “But the mental scars 
will last for a long tune.”

Why, 
despite the fact that we 
continually prove ourselves 
wrong, do we persist in this 
belief? 

The euphoria of being 
home begins to wear a little 
thin when forgotten family 
quirks rear their ugly 
heads. Like flowers 
blooming after a desert 
rain, a dormant memory 
revives and recalls just how 
much these idiosyncracies 
used to irritate. A little 
buzzer in the head goes off 
when a cousin puts 3 
heaping teaspoons of sugar 
in his tea, and then doesn't 
bother to stir it. Or when an 
uncle finishes every third 
sentence with “Don’t you 
see what I mean?” It’s even 
more unsettling when a few 
new affections emerge to 
titillate the nerves. 

But if seeing family on 
home leave can become 
stressful, so can not seeing 
' them. Who hasn't been 
made to suffer pangs of 
guilt for not visiting a 
relative? It never occurs to 
these hypersensitive 
individuals that there’s a 
slight imbalance when your 
initial effort has involved 
travelling half way around 
the world to get home, but 
they can't bother to travel a 
few miles to see you. 

Part of the reason for this

Try 
living where we live,

you survive with a narrow 
mind ... and no stock of 
supplies. 

Few of us budget for the 
unexpected time 
consumers, like 
investigating some 
investment property for a 
brother who has no more 
business sense than a rice 
pudding.

One might think that, if you in- 
tend cashing the top cards in a suit, 
in makes no difference which card 
you lead toward your honors. But 
once in a while your choice of card 
might catch someone napping, as 
was the case on this hand. 

South had only one story to tell, 
and he kept repeating it. However, 
when North confirmed that he had a 
heart fit as well as a powerful hand. 
South felt that his seven-card suit 
headed by the two top honors merit- 
ed one move toward slam. He chose 
to bid five hearts to pinpoint his two 
spade losers, and with a spade con- 
trol in a hand rich with prime val- 
ues, North cheerfully bid on. 

West led the ace of spades and 
continued the suit, taken in dummy. 
Now it might seem irrelevant which 
heart declarer leads from the table— 


with 10 cards in the two hands, he is 
obviously going to bang out a top 
honor, hoping for a normal 2-1 
split. So if he leads a low card to the 
king. East will defeat the contract 
simply by following with his lowest 
trump, because he will then have a 
sure trump trick. 

But South was a veteran of years 
at the rubber bridge table. He called 
for the jack of trumps from the 
board. Either as a reflex action or 
because he remembered the adage: 
“Cover an honor with an honor,” 
East put up his queen— why he 
should have thought that declarer 
intended running the jack when he 
knew declarer did not hold the ten is 
a mystery to us. When West showed 
out on this trick, it was a simple 
matter for declarer to cross back to 
dummy with a minor-suit winner to 
take the marked finesse of the nine 
of trumps.

Cocaine 
linked to 
panic 
attacks

BOSTON: Cocaine and other 
stimulants, already linked to 
myriad health problems, may 
also cause terrifying panic 
attacks, a researcher says. 

Dr Henry Abraham of St 
Elizabeth's Hospital in Boston, 
said he found evidence linking 
the use of cocaine and other 
stimulants to abnormal elec- 
trical activity in the brain 


Flying hope to the blind 


‘ We can say (drug use) cer- 
tainly appea rs to ha ve a del ayed 
association with panic,” said 
Abraham, director of psy- 
chiatric research at the hosp- 
ital. 

About 6 per oent of the US 
population is estimated to 
experience panic attacks. The 
attacks involve rapid heart- 
beat, a strong sense of impend- 
ing doom and signs of anxiety, 
such as sweaty palms and dif- 
ficulty breathing. 

“It’s one of the most fright- 
ening things that could occur,” 
said Abraham. 

Hallucinations 

Abraham said he stumbled 
onto the apparent association 
when he was studying the elec- 
trical activity in the brains of 
people who suffered visual 
hallucinations long after taking 
LSD. 

Abraham used a com-, 
puterized method known as 
brain electrical activity map or 
BEAM to study the brains of 
eight patients who had been 
experiencing the hallucina- 
tions. He noticed four of the 
eight also had panic attacks, he 
said. 

“I said, ‘Gee, that just 
doesn't sound random, ” said 
Abraham. The panic attack 
rate was about 10 times higher 
than that which would be found 
in the general population, he 
said. 

Abraham said he then tested 
10 patients suffering from 
panic attacks and found eight 
had abnormal electrical 
activity in a part of the brain 
known as Che temporal lobes. 
Alleight fiad used some type of 
psychostimulant, including 
cocaine, LSD or amphe- 
tamines, Abraham said. 

The panic attack patients 
were then compared to an equal 
number of panic attack 
patients who had no signs of 
abnormal electrical activity in 
the brain. 

Drugs 

When the researchers 
analyzed a variety of factors 
that may have ban involved, 
they found a past history of 
drug use was the strongest 
predictor of who was likely to 
have abnormal brain activity 
and panic attacks. 

The temporal lobes are parts 
of the brain involved in con- 
trolling the so-called “fight- 
flight” response, so it makes 
sense that abnormalities in that 
part of the brain could create a 
sense of panic, Abraham said. 

Abraham speculated drug 
use could affect this part of the 
brain, altering the electrical 
activity to create make them 
more prone to experiencing 
sensations of panic. 

The subjects in the study had 
used drugs anywhere from two 
months to 18 years previous to 
being studied, he said. 

Abraham, who reported his 
findings at a recent meeting of 
the American Psychiatric 
Association in Montreal, said 
more research is needed to 
explore the connection between 
drug use and panic attacks.

THE boy in the airliner looked 
at his watch. Then looked 
again. For the first time in eight 
years he could see the dial. 

For when 16-year-old 
Ahmet Soysal first came 
aboard the while, four-engined 
DC-8 he was blind. 

He was just one of thousands 
of people who make a pil- 
grimage to the plane, often 
called the Great White Bird, 
who experience a miracle. They 
are released from a world of 
darkness by a medical team, 
who fly from country to coun- 
try. 

During the last six years 
Project Orbis has completed 8 1 
three-week missions in 53 coun- 
tries and restored the sight of 
more than 500,000 patients. 

The doctors aboard Orbis 
don't only perform eye opera- 
tions, often on people who 
would otherwise be without 
hope. They teach others to do 
the same as they circle the Earth 
for ten months every year on 
their mission of mercy. 

Sometimes, it is Operation 
Heartbreak. For the medical 
team of 12 has only a limited 
number of healing hands. 

In African countries, the 
Executive Director of Project 
Orbis. Oliver Fool admits the 
biggest problem is turning peo- 
ple away. He says: “It’s 
absolutely heartbreaking, 
especially when you're woken 
up at three in the morning by a 
mother with a child on her hip 
begging for help. 

Educate 

“But if we can educate doc- 
tors and nurses to combat blin- 
dness in the end we're going to 
give sight to a lot more people." 

Then there are the colourful 
visitors. In Swaziland witch- 
doctors came on board wearing 
loin cloths, feathered headgear 
and carrying spears. At first 
they thought the Orbis team 
was bad magic. But after wat- 
ching a patient having a corneal 
transplant they announced 
them good magic. 

In Mali, West Africa, four 
blind people arrived by camel 
from Timbuctoo, a two-week 
journey away. 

But the main .work of the 
flying hospital, which costs $6 
million a year to keep in the air, 
is healing and teaching. 

I went aboard the veteran 
aircraft when it was taking a 
break at Schipof Airport in 
Amsterdam, before flying on to

Bulgaria. Inside the DC-8 
which cost $2 million dollars Lo 
convert into a teaching hosp- 
ital, was an operating theatre, 
sophisticated miscrosurgical 
equipment and an elaborate 
audio visual unit. 

Oliver Fool, the 41 -year-old 
son of Lord Caradon, Britain's 
one-time ambassador lo the 
United Nations and tbe 
nephew of Lhe former Labour 
leader Michael Foot, explains: 
“There are 1 1 cameras dotted 
all over the plane. Each opera- 
tion can be watched, live, by 20 
doctors sitting in our classroom 
on board. Plus we screen it to 
tbe airport where a further 300 
can watch and learn. 

“Our next step is to get 
satellites. That way the whole 
world will be our classroom.*' 

The Great White Bird flies 
over borders, political differen- 
ces and wars without missing a 
beat of its four lusty engines. 
Oliver adds; “There are some 
400 major conflicts in the 
world. We focus the attention 
of medical and political leaders 
on alleviating human suffering 
through the skills of teaching 
and goodwill.” 

In its operating theatre, Jew 
and Arab and Nicaraguan and 
American may work together. 
For miracles know no boun- 
daries. 

Take the miracle of Ahmet 
Soysal, a 1 6-year-old Turkish 
boy blinded in both eyes by an 
accident, who touched the 
hearts of the entire Orbis team. 
Oliver Foot recalls: “We sat 
him in the laser room and after 
two minutes of laser surgery 
brought him into the cockpit. 

Witnessed 

“He was wearing a watch on 
his wrist that had been given to 
him on his eighth birthday. 
Apparently he had just learned 
to read the time before he was 
blinded. “We were all just sit- 
ting around and talking when 
suddenly Ahmet looked down 
at his watch and told the time. 

“It was wonderful, but what 
was even more wonderful was 
that a couple of Turkish eye 
surgeons nad witnessed the 
operation and had learned how 
to perform laser surgery. Now 


thousands of Turks like Ahmet 
are being cured.” 

And the doctors and their 
dedicated team give up worldly 
wealth to help in the great 
medical crusade. 

Three years ago Dr Steve 
LauKaitis gave up a lucrative, 
private practice in America to 
join Project Orbis. Now, while 
his colleagues are raking in 
millions he gets a daily all- 
owance of S25. Everyone else 
who works on Orbis gets the 
same. Instead Dr LauKaitis is 
rewarded with thousands of 
‘miracles' as he restores the 
sight of the world's blind. 

And they give up, too, much 
of their private lives. Even 
though the doctors and nurses 
are young and lively there is no 
time for relationships as they 
are either airborne or working. 

And there are some financial 
miracles, too. Otherwise the 
Great White Bird would be 
long since grounded. 

When Orbis was grounded in 
Florida with SI million debts, 
Oliver Foot flew to Saudi 
Arabia, was granted a sitting 
with the Crown Prince, 
Abdulla bin Abdulaziz, and a 
month later received a dona- 
tion of half a million dollars. 

Brain-child 

Nowadays, Oliver gets his 
money from international cor- 
porations and governments. 
The cost of each three-week 
mission is between £80,000 and 
£200,000 depending on how 
much free fuel and hotel 
accommodation the Project 
can beg. 

One of the jobs ofDirector of 
Operations, Patrick Holy, a 
35-year-old ex-commercial 
pilot, is to solicit fuel compan- 
ies. He explains: “lhe DC-8 
eats up around $1 75,000 worth 
of fuel every year. But the gen- 
erosity, of people is amazing . 

“On a recent visit to the 
USSR we were given £150,000. 
worth of fuel and hotel accom- 
modation. Right now 1 we're 
having a fuel leak and a crack 
on the wing fixed and the Dutch 
airline KLM are footing the 
£25,000 bill.” 

Project Orbis was the brain 
child of a Houston eye-surgeon

FAMILY DOCTOR

THROAT CULTURES NOT 
ALWAYS ACCURATE 


QUESTION: My girlfriend and 1 recently 
look our children lo their respective 
pediatricians with complaints of sore 
throats. My friend’s doctor look a throat 
culture and waited for Lhe results before 
giving her daughter antibiotics. Mine, on 
the other hand, just gave my child penicillin. 
Do you think a culture should be done 
before a sore throat is treated? 

ANSWER: The controversy over the best 
means of diagnosing strep throats isa never- 
ending one. All physicians seem Lo agree 
that patients treated fora strep infection of 
the throat have fewer complications that 
those that are not. but throat cultures are 
not always accurate. The Fact is they may be 
negative even when the infection is caused 
by" the strep bacteria, so throat cultures 
cannot always be relied on. 

MosL doctors examine their patients 
carefully and, depending upon their find- 
ings, make the decision to treat immediately 
or to do further tests. If it is obviously from 
the examination that the child is likely to 
have a strep throat then treatment can begin 
at once, it is the young patient where the* 


findings arc unclear who benefits from hav- 
ing a throat culture, reserving treatment for 
those with positive cultures. 

I would imagine that this is exactly what 
happened with both of your children. Most 
docictrs today are extremely sensitive to 
medical costs and to the sometimes poten- 
tial dangers that exist from dispensing 
medications freely without strong enough 
medical evidence to support their use. Your 
question helps me make another important 
point. Always remember that in medicine 
today there is usually more than one way to 
correctly treat the same condition. 
QUESTION: My grandson was just bom 
with an abnormally wrinkled stomach. My 
daughter has been told he has “prune belly” 
syndrome. What is this? Is it dangerous? 
what must be done to help him? 

ANSWER: Prune belly syndrome affects 
mostly boys and is caused by a deficiency in 
the abdominal muscles, it also is associated 
with abnormal development or the urinary 
and genital systems. 

The baby's abdominal wall gets severely 
stretched because of a deficiency in the 


abdominal mascuf alure. Because these mus- 
cles are weak, the skin of the abdomen is 
severely stretched by the pressure of the 
bowel and bladder. When the pressure is 
relieved, the skin then collapses back into a 
mass of wrinkles, looking like the surface of 
a large prune, thus the “prune belly" syn- 
drome. Fortunately, as long as your daugh- 
ter works closely with a doctor who under- 
stands this problem, your grandson can lead 
a normal lire. 

The baby will need proper abdominal 
support and he'll need diligent urological 
care. 

The physician will keep an eye on the 
growth and development of the bladder, 
which may bedistended in theearly stagesof 
this problem. It is also imperative that the 
doctor monitor the kidneys continuously, as 
there is sometimes kidney atrophy. Major 
complications usually are avoided with 
proper care, and the parents and grand- 
parents can enjoy all the joy a child brings to 
a Family, wilhjust a little additional care and 
attention. Good luck to your grandson.

called Dr David Paton. He 
believed the most effective way 
of teaching surgical skills was 
the direct-hands-on training. 

Oliver Foot first met Dr 
Paton in 1982 while he was 
visiting his childhood home in 
Jamaica. His father had been 
an ambassador there. Now the 
former actor, who remembers 
the Duke Edinburgh reading 

himbedtime stories, lives a hec- 
tic life flitting between his hum- 
ble, one-bedroomed apartment 

in New York and the rest of the 
world. 

While this writer was at 
Schipol airport, the crew of 20, 
including doctors, nurses, 
anaesthetists, engineers and 
administrators were preparing 
for a gruelling 1 5 weeks of mis- 
sions, starting in Bulgaria and 
ending up in Thailand. 

S kills 

Led by the exuberant and 
affable Oliver Foot, a party of 
leading Dutch opthamologists 
are being given a guided tour of 
the DC-8, the oldest still flying 
in the world. They take a break 
in the fuselage classroom to 
watch a video of a cataract 
operation, recorded live when 
Orbis was in Sudan. 

Oliver gives a running com- 
mentary : “We may cany out up 
to four operations a day but our 
primaxy purpose is to educate 
opthamologists around the 
world in the business of preven- 
ting, treating and curing blind- 
ness.’' 

Hailed as the ‘great white 
bird of hope', in many 
undeveloped countries, Orbis is 
equally revered in countries 
such as Spain and the USSR,

who are leaders in eye surgery. 

Surgical skills are collected 
from developed countries and 
passed on to the Third World. 
In China, Orbis doctors wat- 
ched a tiny, 25-cent, silicon 
bead removing cataracts, and 
told doctors in the Philippines 
about it. 

And sometimes it brings a 
medical revolution with it. For 
example in 1982, when they 
touched down in Peru, they 
were told that corneal trans- 
plants were against the law 
because of religious and super- 
stitious reasons. Replacement 
of a scarred cornea brings full 
sight to many people who blind 
or nearly blind. 

But because the Orbis team 
were on the ‘neutral' ground of 
an aeroplane they were allowed 
to carry out a transplant of an 
1 1 -year-old girl. They used cor- 
neas thathad been shipped over 
from Texas. President 
Bellaunde of Beri watched the 
operation. It was a success and 
two weeks after Orbis had left 
Peru, President Bellaunde 


amended the law. 

Now there are more than 300 
corneal transplants a year in 
Peru. 

Meanwhile back in the 
fuselage, Oliver shows his 
Dutch guests a video of their 
mission to Mali, which coin- 
cided with the project’s sixth 
anniversary. Oliver enthuses: 
“It was the most wonderful 
event in Orbis’ history. 110 
representatives from 17 dif- 
ferent countries attended train- 
ing programmes. 

“Even the Russian and 
American ambassadors arrived 
together. Because we are nom- 
political we cut across 
everybody boundary, border 
and type of bureaurocracy. 
Orbis is a symbol of inter- 
national solidarity.” 

The Dutch visitors stand at 
the aeroplane's doorway shak- 
ing hands with the entire crew. 
They turn to climb down the 
steps to the tarmac. 

For hundreds of blind people 
all over the world this is the first 
thing they see in their lives.

Father and son in unique 
bone marrow transplant

A FATHER and son who were 
both struck down by leukaemia 
have saved each other’s life 
with a unique double bone 
marrow transplant. 

Alan Lack was the donor in 
1980 when his son Stuart con- 
tracted the deadly cancer. 
Then, by a 'million-to-one' 
chance, the father developed a 
different form of leukaemia. 

Stuart, now 19 and com- 
pletely healthy, donated his. 
own bone marrow in a reverse 
operation and his 4S-year-old 
father is recovering well. 

Doctors at the Royal Mars- 
den Hospital in Sutton, Surrey, 
UK, say the double transplant 
is a world first — and an ins- 
piration to all cancer sufferers. 

Mr Lack, a computer man- 
ager from Emsworth. Hamp- 


shire, said: “I was proud to help 
when Stuart needed me. I just 
thank God he could do the 
same for me. It’s wonderful 
that he has given me the gift of 
life.” 

Extraordinary 

Cancer specialist Dr Ray 
Powles, who runs the hospital’s 
leukaemia unit and was 
involved in both operations, 
said: “It is quite an extraordin- 
ary story — the stuff of fiction. 
But if you wrote it in a book, it 
wouldn’t sound credible.’’ 

He explained: “Basically the 
father has got back supplies of 
his own marrow. It has been 
floating around the son for the 
last eight years." This means 
Stuart's bone marrow is now 
wholly-matched with his fath- 
er’s. Before tbe original trans- 
plant it was only half matched 
because chromosomes are sup- 


plied by both parents. 

The doctor said it was a 
“million-to-one chance" that 
father and son should develop 
leukaemia within ten years. Mr 
Lack suffered oesinophilic 
leukaemia, a very rare form of 
the disease. Stuart had acute 
myeloblastic leukaemia, the 
most common form. 

Thirty years ago both would 
have died. But now between ten 
and 20 per cent of the victims of 
myeloblastic leukaemia are 
cured with drugs alone. The 
success rate is more than 50 per 
cent if drug therapy is com- 
- bined with a transplant of bone 
marrow, the spongy tissue in 
the middle of bone that makes 
blood cells. 

The Royal Marsden was the 
. first hospital in Europe to cany 
iout bone marrow transplants 
and has performed more than 
500 since 1973. 


PET scan: 
new way of 
identifying 
heart 
attack 
risks

BERKELEY. California. 
tUPI): Scientist’* haw 

developed a technique 
shows promise of being able to 
pinpoint blocked coronary 
arteries, identifying patients at 
risk for heart attack before any 
symptoms appear. 

" The methods, based on 
studies by rcseareher-, at 
Lawrence Berkeley laboratory, 
uses a nuclear imaging tech- 
nique called positron emission 
tomography, or PET. 

“Over the past 10 years, our 
team has developed a technique 
for evaluating the flow of Minx! 
to the heart muscle a 
measurement that reflects the 
health of the coronary 
arteries.’* said Dr Thomas { 
Budinger. head of the research 
medicine and radiation bio- 
physics division. 

Currently, only a coronary 
angiogram can show arterial 
blockage. This is a com- 
plicated. expensive and risky 
procedure that requires hosp- 
italisation and involves run- 
ning a tube called u catheter up 
an artery from the groin to the 
heart and pumping in dye. 
Budinger said. 

In contrast, he said. PET 
scans could be performed in the 
doctor's office as pari of an 
annual check-up and could 
point out potential trouble long 
before any outward symptoms 
appeared. 

In this procedure, the patient 
inhales, ingests or is injected 'j 
with a positron-emitting 
radioactive tracer that concen- 
trates in a particular organ or 
tissue. The tracer is delected 
through a ring of crystals 
placed around the patient. The 
resulting three-dimensional 
image of the tracerenables doc- 
tors to follow the course of 
organic processess in progress. 

In the coronary artery 
studies, researchers used the 
tracer rubidium -82 because of 
its metabolic resemblance to I 
potassium, an important I 
biological element absorbed so \ 
quickly into the heart muscle j 
that within minutes of an injee- j 
tion, the heart can be seen 
dearly on a PET scan. 

In addition, rubidium-82 has 
only a 75-second half-life and 
disappears from the heart 
almost instantly. This allows 
researchers to perform a scan, 
test a particular treatment such 
as a drug or exercise and then 
follow up with another scan to 
measure the effect of the 
therapy. 

Budinger's team began 
human tests of the procedure 
two years ago on patients with 
arteriosclerosis and heart dis- 
sase. 

The patient first exercises 
briefly or. at times, is raven a 
drug that mimics the effect of 
exercise, dilating the coronary 
arteries and allowing increased 
blood flow to heart muscles. A 
PET scan is then taken. 

Areas 

The images showed that in 
the arteriosclerotic patients, 
certain areas of the heart 
received decreased — rather 
than increased — blood flow. 

"These are the areas that are 
served by diseased arteries that 
cannot dilate,” Budinger 
explained. 

After a short rest, a second 
PET scan is taken. 

“In the diseased patients, the 
difference between the two 
images is remarkable,” Budin- 
ger said. 

“The patients not only have a 

decrease in blood flow during 
exercise but also show a greater 
increase than normal patients 
immediately afterwards, dur- 
ing the recovery period. This 
reversal was a striking and 
unexpected observation." 

Such ability to measure 
blood flow has become par- 
ticularly important with the 
introduction of drugs designed 
to be injected into coronary 
arteries to dissolve clots during 
a heart attack.

N WASHINGTON, Aug 9, 
(Reuter): The Federal Reserve' 
the US central bank, said today it 
! was raising its key discount rate 
by half a point to 6.5 per cent. 

The rate, which is the fee the 
Fed charges banks for short term 
loans, was last raised on Sept. 4 
1987. 

The Federal Reserve has nud- 
ged other interest rates higher in 
recent weeks in an effort to cool 
the economy and prevent 
inflationary pressures from buil- 
ding up. 

But Wall Street economists 
had not expected the Fed, all of 
whose members were appointed 
by President Reagan, to raise the 
psychologically important dis- 
count rate so close to the Novem- 
ber presidential election. 

Rise 

The interest rate rise, which 
took effect immediately, could 
mean higher rates throughout 
the US economy. 

The Federal Reserve said the 
surprise move to raise the dis- 
count rale reflected “ the intent of 
the Federal Reserve to reduce 
inflationary pressures." 

"The action was also taken in 
light of the growing spread of 
market interest rates over the dis- 
count rate," it added. 

The six Fed governors were 
unanim ous in approving the rale 
increase. 

Higher interest rates could 
damage Vice-President George 
Bush's White House prospects 
I, by underming his efforts to take 
credit for Reagan success in 
reducing inflation. 

Expansion 

Although the economy is in its 
69th month of expansion, a num- 
ber of opinion polls suggest 
Americans are uneasy about 
future prosperity, and higher 
rates could further damage their 
confidence. 

On Wall Street, stock prices 
fell a Tier the Fed announced the 
discount rate riset’ The dpflar, 
which had been firming in recent 
days, remained near the day’s 
highs after the announcement 

US economic growth has been 
surprisingly strong despite the 
October 19 stock market crash. 
The economy grew at a brisk 3. 1 
per cent annual rate of growth 
between April and June after a 
robust 3.4 per cent growth rale in 
the first quarier. 

The strong pace of economic 
growth has raised concern in the 
financial markets and the US 
central bank that the economy 
might overheat and rekindle 
inflation. 

Increase 

Financial analysts have said 
an increase in interest rates 
would help slow the economy to 
level that would reduce pressures 
for price increases- 

In its latest forecast, the Fed 
said US gross national product 
should grow by 2.75 per cent to 
three per cent this year, but slow 
to around two io2.3 percent next 
year. 

The rise in interest rates could 
lend credence to the assertion by 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate Michael Dukakis that the 
recovery is in jeopardy because 
of the Reagan administration's 
tolerance of high federal budget 
and trade deficits.

Kuwait pledges to limit BP stake 


LONDON, Aug 9, (Reuter): 
Kuwait pledged today not to 
raise its 21 .68 per cent stake in oU 
giant British Petroleum Co. PLC 
(BP), assuaging takeover fears in 
Britain. 

The London-based Kuwait 
Investment Office (KIO) signed 
legally-binding deeds which oil 
analysts said effectively 
promised not to mount a tak- 
eover of Britain's biggest oil 
company. 

Concern grew in Britain after 
the KIO. which spends the 
OPEC state’s petrodollars, 
began snapping up cheap BP 


stock after its share price collap- 
sed in the October stock market 
crash. 

The collapse coincided with 
the British government's 
decision to sell off its remaining 
31.Spcr cent stake m BP. 

Trade and Industry Secretary 
Lord Young launched a Mon- 
opolies and Mergers Commis- 
sion (MMC) inquiry into the 
stake in May to judge whether it 
was against public interest 
. Worried 

Industry sources said BP’s 
management became progres- 
sively worried when the Kuwait 


stake was on the increase, fearing 
BP's independence could be 
impaired. 

Oil experts said it appeared 
that by signing a formal 
document, Kuwait hoped to 
keep BP share prices firm and 
guarantee the MMC would 
approve its stake. 

Kuwait had already given 
assurances to the British govern- 
ment that it would limit its 
involvement in BP. 

"They are putting in writing 
what they already promised, to 
increase their chances of clearing 
the MMC inquiry," said oil 


analyst Jeremy Elden of stock- 
brokers Phillips and Drew. 

The KIO said it wiU not limit 
its slake to the current 21.68 per 
cent and will not use the voting 
power of more than 1 4.9 per cent 
of the company's stock. 

It also agreed not to block any 
board appointments proposed 
by BP ana said it will not seek a 
directorship itself. 

"Kuwait wbi use its interest in 
BP only to protect its investment 
and not to further any other com- 
mercial or political interest of 
Kuwait,” it said. 

Should the KIO sell any shares 


it will never in future buy more 20 
per cent of the company, it 
added. 

The deeds were signed without 
pressure from the British govern- 
ment and will stay in force 
whatever the results of the MMC 
investigation, which arc expec- 
ted in the next month. 

The MMC has been told about 
the deeds and they will form pan 
of the KIO's evidence to the 
inquiry. 

The slock market welcomed 
the Kuwaiti pledge and BP fully 
paid shares rose five pence <8.5 
cents) to £2.62. 


Shipbuilding a drag on 
Indian economy: Sheth 


BOMBAY: Aug 9: the Indian 
shipping industry should go in 
for a “second Indian flag like 
Norway" to reap the benefits of 
“flags of convenience” (FOC). 
“If we cannot beat the world 
trend towards flags of conven- 
ience, we must join them,'’ 
observed Vasant Sheth, chair- 
man of Great Eastern Shipping, 
here last week. 

Speaking at a seminar organ- 
ised by the College of Insurance, 
be pointed out that about 40 per 
cent of the world ships were regis- 
tered under such popular flags 
(i.e. FOCs). In fact, “there is 
competition between second 
flags of European nation^ like 
the Norwegian International 
Flag and the traditional flags of 
convenience for being the most 
popular flags. 

The fundamental fact which 
India has to accept is the fierce 
international competition of 
these totally independent ship- 
owners with low operating costs 
under such popular flags. We 
must have, therefore, a second 
Indian flag like Norway." 

Costs 

The shipowners from 
developed' cotiritJira began to * ' 
register > their.-sfups .under the., 
flags of convenience because of 
their "high operating costs. 


especially manning costs and 
high taxes.. Registration under 
the FOC countries gave them 
freedom from national regula- 
tions regarding scale of manning, 
rates of wages, social service 
payments and taxation. 

■During the recent shipping 
depression, developed maritime 
countries suflered a -further set- 
back because oftbeir higher costs 
of operation under thier own 
national flags. 

Activity 

Referring to Indian shipyards, 
Sheth observed that the shipbuil- 
ding activity in the country was 
"a drag on Indian economy.” It 
was always known that shipbuil- 
ding was not a paying proposi- 
tion for two reason: (1) various 
types of equipment and compon- 
ents needed in the process of 
shipbuilding were just not 
readily available in India and (2) 
the production per manrhour 
was nowhere comparable with 
the European shipyards (leaders 
in the field in the early days, now 
the leaders are South Korea and 
Japan) an dialer with the efficient 
Japanese. “In fact gradually over 
thepast40 years, the difference in 
the cost ofbuildinga ship In India 
and the internationally com- 
petitive realisable value has been 


widening. 

In the 1 950’s the subsidy needs 
of an Indian shipyard were 20-25 
per cent, while today, these are 
certainly over 1 00 per cent.’’ 

Even the rich West European 
countries, including the UK and 
Scandinavian countries which 
built over 70 per cent of the 
world’s ships in the early 1950's, 
have substantially reduced their 
shipbuilding activity because of 
the very heavy subsidies they had 
to pay year after year in competi- 
tion with the Japanese. 

“I therefore. Feel that a 
shipyard is a drag on the Indian 
economy and at best could only 
serve the purpose of building 
ships required for our Indian 
Navy. It would certainly be 
undesirable either to expand or 
to continue in commercial ship- 
building," Vasant Sheth said. 

Sheth referred to tramp ship- 
ping activity and said that India 
should not confine itself to the 
“groove of Indian ships for 
Indian trade or a role of purely 
import substitution," but also 
vigorously embark on an 
additional effort in carrying car- 
goes in cross trades or to develop 
Indian ' shipping 'as ah 'export 
industry to. .eam^Jareign 
exchange through invisible 
exports of shipping services. 


Argentina launches battle 
against 320pc inflation 


BUENOS AIRES: President 
Alfonsin of Argentina promised 
to launch “a decisive battle 
against inflation’’ as his govern- 
ment announced an emergency 
economic package aimed at cur- 
bing an i filiation rate of over 320 
per cent a year and reducing the 
budget deficit, reports the Daily 
Telegraph. 

The measures, widely regar- 
ded as Alfonsin’s-last chance to 
solve pressing economic 
problems before general elec- 
tions next year, include a price 
agreement with business sectors, 
new currency policies, cuts in 
public spending and a further 
opening up of the economy. 

Speakmg on nationwide telev- 
ision on Wednesday Alfonsin 
said his government was “begin- 
ning a decisive battle against 
inflation,” which, he added, 
"constitutes the main 
impediment to growth and has 
produced acute social injus- 
tices.” 

Package 

Reminding his audience that 
his six-year term would end in 
roughly 500 days’ time, the 
President added that he hoped to 
“put Argentina’s economy on 
the takeoff platform” by then. 

The package is aimed at reduc- 
ing by half Argentina's budget 
deficit to an official target. of 3.9 
per cent of its gross domestic 
product, as its foreign creditors 


would like. 

The government’s inabiliiy to 
reduce the budget deficit is now 
widely blamed for Lite failure of 
the Austral Plan launched three 
years ago. The plan, which 
included a price and wage freeze, 
initially managed to curb infla- 
tion raging at 1.000 per cent a 
year at Lhe time, but began to 
falter in early 1986. 

The measures, announced by 
the Economy Minister, Juan 
Sourrouille.includc an 
agreement with about 400 lead- 
ing manufacturers to keep price 
increases down to a total of five 
per cent In the next two months. 
Inflation is now estimated at 25 
per cent a month. 

Funds 

The new emergency package 
also includes an l\ per ccru 
devaluation. The government 
maintained a system of twin 
exchange rates - farming 
products will be the only exports 
to be sold at the lower “commer- 
cial rate” — but decided in future 
that the commercial rate (now 
standing 20 per cent below the 
so-called financial exchange 
rate) will be unified. 

Treasury funds for public 
works, sudi as the Atucha H 
nuclear power plant in the 
province of Buenos Aires, will be 
cut, and export duties on almost 
500 products will be listed. 


Red capital causes problems in Hong Kong 


HONG KONG, Aug 9, (UPI): 
China's “red capitalists” are not 
waiting for 1997 to move into 
Hong Kong's free enterprise sys- 
tem, out some of their tactics are 
disrupting the British colony’s 
traditional business world. 

Beijing's drive toward moder- 
nisation and a market economy 
has made China the largest single 
investor in Hong Kong, which 
reverts to China in 1997 at the 
expiry of Britain’s 99-year lease 
on the territory. 

Already, Chinese capitalists 
have had many conflicts with 
local and foreign traders, 
especially over bidding for 
projects. They are criticised for 
offering prices well below the 
break-even point, squeezing 
small local investors and even- 
tually causing losses to Lhe state 
when they lost money on the 
deals. 

Coinpetition 

"By the fart that they are using 
stale capita], there can be no free 
competition,” said Paul Lin, an 
expert in Chinese economy .at 
Hong Kong University. “Banks 


are very willing to lend to Chin- 
ese-funded companies, but not to 
local businessmen.” 

China has overtaken the 
United States as the leading 
source of foreign investment in 
Hong Kong during the past two 
years. Analysts estimate about 
3,000 enterprises in Hong Kong 
are Chinese, with a total capital- 
isation of $6 billion to S 10 billion. 
US investment totals slightly less 
than S6 billion. 

“State capital from China has 
been here for years, but the influx 
began after the Sino-British 
agreement in 1984 ’to maintain 
stability and prosperity* — the 
declared aim of the accord — in 
Hong Kong,” Lin said . 

The Chinese capital has exten- 
ded to hotel, construction, public 
works projects and even the risky 
property and realty markets, 
going well beyond the traditional 
China trade items such as food, 
medicine and arts and crafts. 

“It's good that Chinese funds 
started coining when British 
funds began leaving during the 
Sino-British talks,” said Xu 


Simin, a Hong Kong delegate to 
the national committee of Chin- 
ese people’s political consul- 
tative conference. "Bui the 
unlim ited influx of socialist state 
capital is going to affect adver- 
sely the operation of this free 
economy. 

“Under the pretext of stabilis- 
ing the Hong Kong economy, the 
companies are not operating 
according to the rules of capital- 
ist game. 

Plans 

"These people don’t have 
plans and clear goals, devastat- 
ing medium- to small-sized local 
businesses with huge amounts of 
state funds. Loss to than is just 
like paying tuition fees. They 
don't have to go bankrupt them- 
selves. 

“Moreover, their personal 
lives are more extravagant than 
general capitalists. They get 
splendid offices, buy luxurious 
cars, drink profusely and 
frequent obscene establish- 
ments.” 

Beijing is aware of the 


problems. Special investigation 
teams have been sent to Hong 
Kong. But their effectiveness is a 
big question mark. 

“The investigators spend their 
time touring around in Hong 
Kong and had their trucks filled 
with ‘presents'," said Lin. 

Corruption 

Some observers are even susp- 
icious that China is. in fact, 
encouraging corruption by all- 
owing its officials to take home 
luxury goods such as television 
sets and video recorders worth 
about $1,500 once or twice a 
year. Their annual salaries only 
range from $3,000 to $6,000. 

"Everyone is involved in 
corruption as a result of the gap 
between income and expen- 
diture,” said a China trader who 
asked not to be named. “The 
government just closes its eyes." 

On the other hand, some see 
the influx of Chinese capital and 
managers as Beijing's commit- 
ment to the future of Hong 
Kong, despite all the disruptions 
caused. 

“You name the problems and I 


have them," said Eric Kalkhursl, 
chairman of the American 
Chamber of Commerce's China 
Commercial Relations Commit- 
tee. “But are they any different 
from those in other countries?? 
There is corruption everywhere. 

Interests 

“The ‘problematiccompanies' 
are small agents only, not ’cor- 
porations' by our definition. 
Minority interests don’t make 
money in general, especially in 
property and realty," he added. 
“But the 400 big ones are doing 
very well. . 

"It’s not surprising that the 
less sophisticated newcomers, 
whether they are Chinese or 
Americans, make mistakes. 

“ — We should encourage 
them to come and help them 
make money. They'll I earn to 
play our game very soon. 

“It’s good that they come 
before the takeover. The systems 
of China and Hong Kong are 
completely different. Can they 
know how capitalism works just 
by sitting at their offices in Beij- 
ing?" 


Venezuela looks for new loans amid 
growing frustration with debt 


CARACAS. Venezuela, Aug 9, 
(AP): A special mission charged 
with getting new loan commit- 
ments from foreign commercial 
banks left yesterday amid grow- 
ing frustration at Venezuela’s 
inability to escape from the 
vicious circle of foreign debt 

problems. 

The team, headed by Finance 
Minister Hector Hurtado 
Navarro, will try 10 convince 
banks in New York, Washington 
and San Francisco to lend up to 
$3 billion to cover this year’s 
estimated $2.5-billion balance- 
of-payments deficit. 

The discussions could be 
rocky, as Venezuela blames its 
inability to grow out of its econ- 
omic problems on the foreign 
debt, while foreign banks see its 
problem as one of lax domestic 
policy. 

Debt 

“We understand tbat the debt 
is the Gordian knot of our 
current (economic) situation and 
we have decided to cut it,” 
President Jaime Lusincht suited 
emphatically in a televised 
address last week. 

The balance of payments 
deficit is the product of low oil 
prices, which muy limit income 
from Venezuela's main export to 


just $8.2 billion this year. 

Scheduled payments on its 
$34-billion foreign debt, 
estimated at $5 billion this year, 
will absorb 60 per cent of that 
income, severely limiting the 
nation's prospects for growth in 
an electoral year. 

But equally frustrating for 
officials is the fact the Venezuela 
paid over $30 billion in capital 
and interest between 1983, when 
its debt problems began, and last 
year, but its 'total debt has 
remained virtually unchanged. 

Promise 

Venezuelan officials claim, 
commercial bank creditors bave 
reneged on a promise to provide 
the country with new funds and 
help it regain access to inter- 
national financial markets. 

The nation's $20.34-biIIion 
foreign debt-refinancing 
agreement, first signed in 1986, 
was revised in early 1987 to allow 
for more favourable terms. A 
clause was inserted in which 
banks promised to “look 
favourably” upon requests for 
new loans. 

But besides an estimated $3.5 
billion in short-term lines of 
credit and a S 1 00-million issue of 
Republic 0 fV enezuela bonds, no 
new balance-of- payments loans 


bave been made. 

The frustration has led to pers- 
istent rumours in -recent weeks 
that Venezuela might declare a 
unilateral moratorium, as some 
government party members 
want. 

However, Lusinchi and other 
top administration officials said 
any suspension of payments 
would come about only if this 
week's mission fails, and even 
then, only in concert with com- 
mercial banks. 

Hurtado said before leaving 
for New York last weekend that 
any new talks to seek more 
favourable tenns on the refinan- 
ced debt would begin only after a 
new administration takes office 
early next year. 

Inflation, which the govern- 
ment hoped to limit to 15 percent 
this year, has already reached 
over 12 per cent to July, and 
private economists estimate it 
could easily reach 25 per cent by 
December. 

The US dollar in the free 
market, an important indicator 
of local business psychology, 
zoomed upward last week to a 
record high of more than 38 
bolivars, a historical record and 
nearly three times the official 
exchange rate. 


Japan’s consumers begin 
vigorous buying spree 


TOKYO, Aug 9. (Reuter): After 
years ofsaving and penny-pinch- 
ing. Japanese consumers have 
started a buying spree that has 
sparked an economic boom 
beyond economists’ expecta- 
tions. 

Some of the brisk buying has 
spilled overseas, but the main 
thrust is still at home and helping 
to fill the money chests of Japan- 
ese businesses, economists said. 

Consumer spending has trig- 
gered a chain reaction, said sen- 
ior economist Takashi Kiuchi at 
long-term credit Bank of Japan 
Ltd, adding: "We have renewed 
economic strength." 

Kiuchi forecasts Japan's gross 
national product (GNP) will 
grow at a brisk five percent in the 
1988 financial year ending next 
March 31, and about four per 
cent the following year, owing to 
this surge in consumer spending. 

Growth 

Most economists until recen- 
tly expected Japanese growth to 
be around just four per cent or 
less this financial year. 

Economist Richard Jenam at 
Kleinwon Benson International 
Inc. predicted the buying would 
continue. 

“It is hard to see anything that 
might threaten it,” he said. 


“Employment has increased. 
Wages are higher. And both 
encourage consumers to buy 
more." 

Kazutaka Miyazaki, econ- 
omist for Dai-Ichi Kangyo Bank 
Ltd, said workers are taking 
home more pay from larger sum- 
mer bonuses and increased over- 
time and would soon have even 
more to spend. The government 
just lowered income taxes and 
that effect would appear in Sep- 
tember paycheques, he added. 

Because spending is so strong, 
manufacturers and service com- 
panies are pouring substantial 
funds into their factories and 
Facilities to keep up with the 
smart demand and this is also 
helping to drive the growth of the 
economy, Jerram said. 

Next year several factors are 
nearly in place to help gas the 
consumer spending engine even 
more, he said. The most impor- 
tant will likely come in January 
when Japan's government 
offices begin closing twice a 
month on Saturdays as well as 
Sunday, providing two-d*y 
weekends for government 
employees. 

Banks, brokerages and stock 
exchanges are expected to follow 
this example and close every 
Saturday from February. 


US oil demand expected 
to rise by 2pc this year 

WASHINGTON, Aug 9, (Reuter): US oil demand is expected to 
rise b} ; w«j per cent in 1988 and by another one per cent next year, 
the l S Energy Department predicted yesterday. It said this 
> ear's demand, spurred by low world aude oil prices and a strong 
US economy, would rise by 310,000 barrels a day to 17 milli on 
barrels, ihe highest since 1980 when demand bit 18JB million 

burrelsa day. The department's Energy Information Administra- 
tion (El A) said strong demand for jet fuel, heating oil, motor 
gasoline and oil for the petrochemical industry would push up next 
year’s demand. It projected crude prices to remain relatively low, 
rising from less than $15 a barrel iu the third quarter of IMS to 
around $17 a barrel by early next year, and remaining there 
throughout 1989. The EIA projected domestic crude production 
lo fall by 1 20,000 barrets a day in 1988 and by 230,000 barrels a 
day in 1989, forcing imports of crude and petroleum products to 
rise bj six per cent in 1988 and by eight per cent in 1989. Imports 
now make up about 41 per cent of US consumption. The ElA's 
short-term energy outlook also said the drought this year will 
reduce hydroelectric generation and, with high temperatures, 
raise electricity demand, causing utilities to rely more heavily on 
fossil fuels and nuclear power.

Guillermo Eduardo Perry Rubio on Friday to brief them on the 
recent meeting uf (he OPEC ministerial price committee in 
Lausanne. The secretary-general will arrive in Caracas on Sun- 
day to meet Venezuelan President Jaime I-nsinglu and Julio 
Cesar Gil. the new Minister of Energy and Mines who was sworn 
in Monday. He will wind iqi his tour with a visit to Mexico on 
August 7 to meet Minister of Energy and Mines Fernando Hiriait 
Baldcrrama. 

Arab dependence on wheat 
imports to continue: study 

\Bl ! DHABI. Aug 9, (Reuter): Arab demand for wheat is 
expected to rise by 4.5 million tonnes to 37 m3 boo tonnes a year by 
the year 2000. more than double the region's production, the Dubai 
Chamber of Commerce said on Friday. Arab states produced about 
!0.3 million tonnes of wheat in 1980 and the total was expected to 
reach 17.5 mil lion tonnes by the end of the century, the chamber said 
in a report. “Arab countries are still largely depending on imports 
for their food needs, with wheat and coarse grain imports currently 
standing at $15 billion.” it said. “With the estimated year-2000 
levels of production and consumption, Arab food sdf-sufikiency 
will not exceed 47.3 per cent.” But the report said some states, such 
as Saudi Arabia, had managed to attain self-sufficiency. Produc- 
tion in Iraq was expected to reach 93.6 per cent of domestic demand 
by 2000. It said Tunisia. Libya and Sudan were expected to meet 
between 79 and 89 per cent of their local wheat needs by then. 

Heavy oil to play ‘key role’ 

EDMONTON, Alberta, Aug 9, (Reuter): Heavy oil wifl play key 
role in meeting future world energy demands as light oil becomes 
harder to find and reserves are exhausted, the president of 
Venezuela's state oil company said yesterday. Speaking to an 
international conference on heavy oQ and oil sands, Petroleos de 
Venezuela president Juan Chacin said reserves of the thick, heavy 
oil total more than 450 bfltion barrels in the Western hemisphere 
alone — enough to satisfy demand in the hemisphere for more 
than a century. At the same time, new light o3 supplies are 
becoming harder and more expensive to find, be said. “I see an 
abundant supply of energy in die future,” Chacin told delegates 
from over 25 countries attending the conference. If muaTn^, 
Chacin said recent moderate growth in world oil requirements 
could increase demand by a million barrels per day per year. At 
that rate, he predicted additional supplies of heavy oO and the tar- 
tike petroleum known as bitumen wSI be needed beaming in the 
early 1990s. 

China to boost oil production. 

EDMONTON, Alberta, Aug 9, (Renter): China plans to 
increase oil production by nearly 1 1 per cent over dm next five years 

10 meet increased domestic demands created by economic reform, 
the vice-president of the China National Petroleum Corporation 
said yesterday. The Chinese government has set a goal of 
increased production by 20 million barrels per year through 1992, 
Li Ti an Xiang told Reuters while attending a heavy ofl conference 
here. The increases will bring total Chinese production to more 
than one billion barrels per year, Xiang said. The People’s 
Republic produced 940 million barrels of oil last year. 03 
exports, which totalled 180 million barrels in 1987, are not 
expected to increase since rising consumer and industrial 
demands will absorb much of the prodoction bike, be said. At die 
same time, oil exports are unlikely to be diverted to domestic 
needs since China needs the foreign currency.

Most of the goods were expiated 
to Japan, the United States, the countries of the European 
Economic Community, East Europe, Hong Kong, South Korea, 
Singapore, the Middle East and China. The comtry’s mam non- 
oil exports include plywood, sawn timber, natural rubber, tin, 
coffee, palm oil, tuna fish, shrimps, tobacco, textiles and gar- 
ments, spices, fertiliser, cement, rattan products and electronic 
goods.

PRESENT upheavals in the oil 
market could scarcely be forseen 
when oil exporting countries all- 
owed oil prices to fall to half their 
previous levels. Until recently, 
the belief was that the decline in 
prices would lead to a perceptible 
market improvement. This was 
to be achieved through an 
increase in demand accompanied 
by a reduction in non-OPEC out- 
put The simultaneous effect of 
these two factors was held to be 
sufficient for the restoration of 
market stability. 

Operation 

But the past three years have 
proven these expectations to be 
erroneous. It has become pain- 
fully clear that the operation of 
market forces takes a long lime 
and that the results are far from 
certain. 

According to OAPEC’s mon- 
thly bulletin, a parallel may be 
drawn here between the oil and 
currency markets. Currency 
depredation and alignments are 
frequently accompanied by a 
multitude of agreements among 
treasury officials and central 
bankers m industrialised coun- 
tries to prop up the value of key 
currencies. 

The co-ordination efforts of 
the oil exporters appear minis- 
cule by comparison. They have 
hitherto placed major emphasis 
on price cuts to bring stability to 
the market. 


Additional efforts have been 
directed at new exporters, who 
have increasingly recognised the 
benefi is of co-ordi nation so as to 
prevent a price collapse. The fact 
that most new exporters are 
developing countries has con- 
tributed to the prospects for 
effective co-ordination among 
the various producers. 

However, little progress has 
been made in stimulating 
demand for oil. Consumption 
levels have shown a singular lack 
of response to the fall in crude oil 
prices. 

According to sources at 
OAPEC, this is largely due to the 
policies of industrialised coun- 
tries, in particular, Japan and 
West Europe, to prevent users 
from benefilling from low prices 
of crude. 

Thus, while prices hover 
around $15 per barrel on inter- 
national markets, consumers in 
Japan and Western Europe are 
paying the equivalent of $75 per 
barrel 

The difference is due to gover- 
nment taxation and domestic 
pricing policies, which allow the 
oil companies a generous profit 
margin and increase treasury 
revenues by $30 per barrel. 

It is baffling that the Japanese 
government has now seen fit to 
compensate for the appreciation 
of the yen by imposing new taxes 
on oil.

Dollar jumps on Fed rate rise 


LONDON, Aug 9, ( Reuter): The 
dollar jumped again today exten- 
ding a powerful summer rally 
after a surprise half point rise to 
6.5 per cent in the key US dis- 
count rate. 

The dollar gained almost two 
pfennigs wi thin 45 minutes of the 
interest rate rise by the Federal 
Reserve Board (central bank), 
surging to a quoted high of 
1.9170 West German marks — 
its strongest since early January 
1987. 

Relatively high US interest 
rates have been attracting funds 
to dollar assets all summer. The 
Americans are keeping interest 
rates up to pinch consumer spen- 
ding and damped a risk of infla- 
tion in their booming economy, 
but Fed's discount move was not 
expected in the money markets. 

Increase 

“The discount rate increase 
was a total surprise. It seems a 
perverse move in the light of 
Monday's heavy Bundesbank 
and Federal Reserve interven- 
tion to push the dollar down." a 
dealer for a large West German 
savings bank said. 

Both the West German and 
US central banks had sold 


dollars on Monday, trying to 
brake its ascent. A stronger 
dollar threatens inflation in 
Europe, as import prices rise, 
and could hamper efforts to 
narrow the huge US trade deficit. 

The dollar had been trading 
around 1.8950 West German 
marks in subdued business today 
just before the US central bank 
acted. Then it surged to the 19- 
month high of 1.9170 marks. 

Shares on Wall Street fell after 
the interest rate rise. The Dow 
Jones industrial average was off 
24 points at 2.083 in the New 
York morning. Costlier money 
pinches consumer spending and 
raises industry's investment 
costs, crimping profits. 

European dealers said the hike 
pointed to an even higher dollar. 

Drive 

"This will definitely drive the 
dollar higher. We'H see 1.92 to 
1.93 (marks) within the next 24 
hours.” said Ezra Zask. 
European foreign exchange 
manager at manufacturers Han- 
over Trust Co. in London. 

The discount rale increase was 
the first change in the Fed's key 
lending rate since it was raised 
half a point to six per cent on 


September 4, 1987. 

Dealers said they were 
shocked that the discount rale 
had been increased ahead of next 
week’s Republic Party conven- 
tion. 

'They have done it at a time 
when it will have quite an effect. 
We'll see the dollar moving a lot 
higher in the next few days,” said 
Tony Palmer, a corporate dealer 
at Fuji Bank in London. 

Move 

The Fed said the move reflec- 
ted “the intent of the Federal 
Reserve to reduce inflationary 
pressures.” 

Gold bullion was fixed at a 
five-month low of $425.80 an 
ounce in London, sapped by the 
strength of the dollar. 

Until the discount rate rise 
share markets had been subdued. 

Tokyo dealers said par- 
ticipants in the market there, the 
world's biggest, were chiefly 
interested in the National High 
School Baseball Tournament. 

“It's just dead.” said Joan 
An way, a broker aL W. I. Carr 
(Overseas). “The market has just 
been playing,” she added. 

The Nikkei index fell 82.76 
points to 28, 170.36. 


The dollar was also strong 
against yen, hitting 134.95 yen 
compared with a close of 133.82 
on Monday. 

Sterling was in demand earlier 
after a risein Bri tish interest rates 
to 1 1 percent on Monday. In late 
business it was quoted at SI -6853 
compared with a peak for the day 
of 1 .7080 and Monday's dose of

Oil prices were firm as traders

Federal Reserve raised its dis- 
count rate to 6.5 percent from six 
per cent. Dealers said the move 
raised speculation of further 
tightening by other central 
banks, especially after yester- 
day’s surprise half point rise in 


UK base rates. 

The FI'S E 100 share index dip- 
ped to its low on the day of 
1,867.4 at 1357 GMT, reflecting 
a strong sell-off on Wall Street 
after the discount rate news. 

The index recovered slightly to 
be 7.8 points down at 1,868.2 by 
1419 GMT reflecting a modest 
Wall Street rally. Volume during 
the afternoon was moderate, 
dealers said. 

Rise 

Analysts said the equity 
market here was unsettled by the 
timing of the discount rate rise. 
Few had believed that the Fed 
would raise its discount rate in 
the run up to the US presidential 
elections in November. 

One analyst said the discount 
rate move might suggest that the 
US authorities are more concer- 
ned about overheating and infla- 
tion pressures in the US economy 
than previously thought. 

Shares were already depressed 
before the US interest rate news, 
drifting after yesterday's base 
rate rise and overnight declines 
on Wall StreeL and in Tokyo. 
Nervousness ahead of next 
week's UK economic indicators 
also weighed on the market. 


Oil prices 
jump on truce 
reports 
but traders 
remain cautious 


TOKYO. Aug 9. (Reuter): 
Crude oil prices surged after 
news of a ceasefire date in the 
Gulf war but many traders 
remain wary about the longer- 
term outlook. Far East oil 
experts said today. 

Prices were marked up around 
50 cents a barrel by traders who 
expect a truce will improve co- 
operation between members of 
the Organisation or Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

Many remained cautious, 
uncertain of the potential of Iran 
and Iraq to increase exports 
when hostilities cease. 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar said a ceasefire 
would begin on August 20 and 
the two sides would hold peace 
talks in Geneva on August 25. 

Britain's key Brent blend oil 
jumped to around $15.50 from 
just below 15 at the end of US 
trading on Friday. The Middle 
East benchmark, Dubai crude, 
rose to 513.85 from around 
13.40. 

Constructive 


ECU bills ‘no substitute for EMS’ 


The market is taking the 
ceasefire as a constructive factor 
for OPEC, one trader said. “But 
the logic is bearish because Iran 
and Iraq will boost oil produc- 
tion in the long term.” 

Experts are uncertain how 
soon and how much production 
could increase. 

Iran's potential is likely to be 
drastically below its six million 
barrels per day (bpd) before the 
1979 rev olution because of poor 
maintenance of wells, they said. 

A Reuter survey estimated 
Iran pumped 2.3 bpd in July, 
within its 2.369 million OPEC 
production quota. The sources 
said it probably could boost out- 
put only by around 300.000 bpd 
in the short- to medium-term. 

Iraq, which does not accept an 
OPEC quota because it is lower 
than Iran's pumped 2.65 million 
bpd in July. 


LONDON. August 9: The 
European Commission yester- 
day warmly welcomed proposals 
by Nigel Lawson, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, to issue short- 
term Treasury bills denomi nated 
in European Currency Units, 
according to a London daily. 

But it warned the move would 
not be accepted as a substitute 
for Britain's participation in the 
J European Monetary System's 
exchange rate mechanism.

France’s 
Eif begins 
drilling for oil 


PARIS, Aug 9. (Reuteil: An oil 
company begun exploratory 
drilling today in a suburb of 
Paris, a search that may lead to 
wells being sunk in the centre of 
France's capital. 

Some 60 men in hard-hats and 
red overalls began work under a 
disused power station at Ivry 
near Orly airport at dawn. 

The oil company. Elf 
Aquitaine, said it had carried out 
seismic tests and results sugges- 
ted there might be enough oil to 
justify drilling. 

An Elf spokesman said it 
would take three weeks to drill 
down 2,000 metres (6.500 feet) 
dodging a labyrinth of tunnels. 

Hope 


"Of course wc hope to find 
oil.” Jeun-Gaude Vidal said. “‘I 
can’t say now if w e ll be drilling 
under the Place de la Concorde. 
It's the first test for the Paris 
region, but if necessary ... we 
could be drilling under buildings 
of major importance.” 

Elf said the seismic tests were 
carried out “in a particularly 
delicate environment because it 
is very urbanised and includes 
. . . numerous underground 
workings like pipe canals, metro 
lines and quarries.” 

Louis Prudhomme, Elf 
exploration director, said the 
Ivry well will cost about It) 
million francs ($1.7 million). 

If oil was found. Elf estimated 
production of about two million 
tonnes — enough for the city of 
Paris for a year.

Peter Spencer of Credit Suisse 
First Boston said: “The ECU 
Treasury bills will increase the 
options open to the Chancellor 
when he wants to intervene in the 
foreign exchange market.

Big US banks likely to meet capital rules 


NEW YORK. Aug 9: Large US 
banks should easily be able to 
meet the Federal Reserve 
Board's new minimum capital 
guidelines, bank analysts said. 

Some Fed staffers had 
estimated on Wednesday, when 
the guidelines were announced, 
that major banks would have to 
increase their capital by a total of 
SI I billion to SI 5 billion by the 
end of 1992. There had been 
some concern in recent weeks 
about the capital guidelines and 
the ability of the big banks to 
meet them, according to Wall 
Street Journal. 

However, the US’s 10 largest 
banks added 54.9 billion to their 
equity in the past 1 2 months, and 
retained earnings alone should 
generate S25.8 billion for those 
banks b> the end of 1992. accord- 
ing toasiudv bv Goldman. Sachs 
&Co. 

Moreover, big bunks won 
important concessions in the 
Fed's final guidelines, analysts 
said. They cited the inclusion of 
preferred stock for up to 25 per 


cent of the core capital of bank 
holding companies, and a reduc- 
tion in the capital weighting 
required for mortgages granted 
by banks. So-called core capital 
is made up of retained earnings, 
common equity and eligible 
preferred stock. 

Guidelines 

The Fed, in announcing the 
guidelines, is fulfilling an accord 
adopted July II by the US and 1 1 
other industrialised nations. It 
has said that by the end of 1992. 
banks and bank holding com- 
panies should have total capital 
equal to 8 per cent of assets, and 
half that total should be core 
capital. Analysts generally 
regard core capital as the bigger 
challenge for banks. The other 
half of Lhe required capital can 
include, among other things, 
sub-ordinated debt, a certain 
amount of loan-loss reserves and 
other preferred stock. 

Most smaller banks and super- 
regional banks already meeL the 
new requirement or are expected 
to have little difficult doing so. 


The current total capital 
requi rement is 6 per cent. 

“The Fed made some very 
attractive concessions to the 
money-centre banks, but the 
banks will still have to deduct 
good will (from their capital),' 
which is a restriction on future 
acquisitions until capital levels 
are well above the minimum,” 
said Robert Albertson, bank 
analyst at Goldman Sachs. “But 
the banks definitely got the two 
biggest favours and they wanted 
(preferred stock and mortgage 
nsk-weighting).” 

“The package was good for the 
banks. There were some pleasant 
surprises,” said George Salem, 
an analyst aL Prudential Bache 
Securities Inc. He pointed out 
that the banks can keep the good 
will they already have on their 
books. But he cautioned that an 
unlikely but possible round of 
further big loss provisions 
against shaky loans to develop- 
ing countries could make it dif- 
ficult for some big banks to meeL 
these standards. 


The Fed concessions are par- 
ticularly important to banks with 
large consumer business and 
with large amounts of preferred 
stock. Citicorp, for instance, had 
$38.6 billion in mortgages at the 
end of 1987 and, judging from its 
most recent quarterly results, 
about $640 million of preferred 
stock lhal would be eligible as 
core capital. 

A spokesman at Chemical 
Banking Corp. said. “We're 
pleased at the inclusion of 
preferred slock. Our calculations 
show that even after our merger 
with Horizon Bancorp- (slated 
for January), our (core) capital 
should be in excess of 5 per cent” 
of assets. 

J.P. Morgan & Co. and Bank- 
ers Trust New York Corp. are 
among the best capitalised large 
US banks and already have 
capital ratios well above the 
Fed’s 4 per cent minimum 
requirement for core capital. 
Therefore, they weren't included 
in Goldman Sachs's projections 
of big ban ks' capital. 


Rayan company to continue 
under new Egyptian law 


CAIRO. Aug 9. (Reuter): The 
chairman of Egypt's A1 Rayon 
Islamic Investment Company 
said today he had reversed a 
decision (o go into liquidation 
because of new stale controls. 

"We changed our mind to 
make our depositors happy, to 
make ourselves happy, arid to 
make (he government happy,” 
Rayan chairman Ahmed Tawfik 
Abdul Futtah told reporters.

BAHRAIN, Aug 9, (Reuter): 
Iran and Iraq will be tempted to 
boost oil production to rebuild 
their economies after eight yeare 
of war, but it could be months 
before extra oil begins to flow. 

Gulf-based oil industry 
analysts said today both sides 
had wrought such havoc on oil 
facilities that neither would be 
able to start pumping exLra as 
soon as a UN-sponsored 
ceasefire goes into effect on 
August 20. 

“It will take time to repair 
pipelines, terminals and oilfield 
machinery,” said one oil 
executive. “Both Iran and Iraq 
will benefit more from higher 
prices in the short-term.” 

Prices rose by up to 60 cents a 
barrel on Monday as traders 
took Lhe view that the end of the 
war could lead to greater 
cohesion within the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). Today the 
market gave up 10 cents of the 
gains. 

Facilities 

Industry sources said it might 


will be willing to sail to the head 
of the waterway. 

That would allow Iran to scrap 
its hugely expensive fleet of shut- 
tle tankers which ran the gauntlet 
of Iraqi jet raids on the trip to 
safer southern reaches of the 
Gulf.

The different sameness of what 
i I do to keep in shape and to see 
new places before starting a 
day's work is a most satisfying 
fringe benefit of my itinerant 
life , style. Research projects, 
meetings, and lectures keep me 
on the move. 

While I have occasion to 
meet many people and to visit 
many interesting places on my 
trips, it is on early-morningjogs 
and off-hour weekend wander- 
ings that 1 can especially feel the 
wondrous unity and amazing 
diversity of the family of man. 
lime and again 1 am struck by 
continuities and connections 
between me and those whose 
habitats provide me with "field 


and Sendai, Japan. Then, 
usually, they smile. 

Sometimes they do more. I 
was once stopped by an elderly 
street cleaner on a corner in the 
centre of Graz, Austria. Shak- 
ing her finger, she lectured me 
in Gentian for at least 10 min- 
utes. explaining that “one must 
not cross the road against the 
light," even though it was 5:30 
a’m and there was no traffic in 
the hrea. 

“Rules,” she said, “are rules. 
And here, in Austria, they are 
obeyed.'* 

Not, apparently, in Italy. 
There, by contrast, on 
numerous occasions 1 have 
been laughed at by passers-by 
as I waited for a light to change 
in the first rush of traffic of the 
day. 

Like a Pied Piper, I've been 
followed by- groups of Chinese

in London, joggers ran and enjoy the 


children along Shanghai's 
Bund and down by the beach at 
Penang, Malaysia. I've been 
cheered by Swedes who called 
“Hup, hup. hup” as 1 ran along 
Stockholm's quay and by New 
Zealanders as I headed into the 
hills above Christchurch. 

My obsession has rarely got- 
ten me into serious trouble On 
the contrary, it has often 
opened doors. I've found that 
occasional stops to talk or to try 
to communicate with the local 
people can pay off in a variety 
of ways. 

I remember a morning in 
Xian, China; I ran from the 
grounds of my big. Soviet-style 


hotel, off to the right, toward 
the centre. There, in the giant 

E laza of the new provincial 
uilding, were hundreds of 
people in groups ranging from 
six or eight to 40 or 50, alldoing 
their exercises. 

Few paid attention to me as I 
loped by but was most curious 
about them. 

I ran for another mile or so. 
then retraced my route. As 1 
returned to the areas of activity, 
I stopped nearby and watched. 
At one point a young man came 
up to me and, in school-book 
English, said, “You jog, sir.” 
“Yes," I said. 

“1 do not jog; I exercise with 


this,” he said, showing me his 
wooden sword. 

I asked him to tell me what he 
did with it. He bade me follow 
him, and we walked past 
several clusters of older people 
doing a kind of stylized shad- 
owboxing to a waiting group of 
four young men. My new friend 
nodded to me, then joined the 
others. They started an 
elaborate routineof thrusts and 
parries, all accompanied by 
routinized foot movements. 

While participating in the 
swordplay, Lhe young Chinese 
who brought me there (fid not 
look at me, but I did notice him 
smile when, after 1 0 minutes or 
so, 1 waved at him and took my 
leave. 

There was also the lime I was 
running in the woods near the 
Holmenkollen ski jump high 
above the city of Oslo. It was a 
fantastic fall morning. Every- 
thing was in tones of yellow, 
green, and blue. 

Quite unexpectedly. 1 heard 
footsteps behind me. Someone 
was gaining on me. I suppres- 
sed the urge to speed up and 
decided to let him or her pass. 
He. who turned out to be a man 
about my age, didn't. He 
merely caught up. fell in with 
my pace and started to chat. 

We ran along together for 
another two miles or so, getting 
to know each other and to learn 
that, not only was he also a 
university professor, but one 
who was in my field and would 
be attending my lecture that 
very afternoon. 

The next morning 1 ran with 
him in another part of the city 
and in the afternoon he took me 
to a fishing village I would 
never have seen. That was 12 
years ago. We are still in touch. 

What advice can I give to 
fellow runners who are travell- 
ing? 

First, if you want to take the 
tried and true routes, ask a con- 
cierge where you can run. It's 
pleasant to discover that, even' 
m those places where the locals 
think joggers are a bit crazy, the 
activity has become sufficiently 
commonplace that they can 
usually tell you where to go.

Paan : pure Eastern delight

THE leaf is mild enough, ihe 
crisis coming when Us fibres tear 
and ihe iron pyrites fall about 
and get under the tongue. Now 
the novice rises in disorder, 
rushes in panic to the courtyard, 
and spatters shrapnel over ihe 
bystanders: it is as if the whole 
mineral kingdom has invaded 
him under a vegetable veil, for 
simultaneously the lime starts 
stinging. If he can sit still 
through this, a heavenly peace 
ensues ; the ingredients salute 
each other, a single sensation is 
established, and paan, without 
ceasing to be a problem, becomes 
a pleasure. — EM. Forster. 

Wherever Pakistani, Indian 
and Bangladeshi communities 
form, there is a paan (pronoun- 
ced pahn). Pan look pretty 
innocuous, like triangular 
green saznosas made from fol- 
ded betel leaves. Inside, teeth 
meet woody betel nut, the mis- 
leading name (gained by 
association with betel leaves in 
paan) given to golf-ball size 
areca palm seeds. 

Belal parings have beautiful 
dar markings reminiscent of 
tortoiseshell. A pinch of finely 
shredded, rosted. plain or 
yellow perfumed beta! is added 
to ordinary paan; Lhose with 
greater masticatory powers 
order whole slices. Such for- 
midable paan can, I Mm told, 
outlast a car journey from Lon- 
don to Birmingham. Other 
“shrapnel” includes fennel 
seeds, green cardamom pods, 
and cloves. 

Magician 

Paan is medicine rather than 
food; a digestive chewed 
cudlike after meals leaving 
breath sweet and mouth warm, 
dean and slightly anaesthes- 
ised. Some eat it habitually like 
chewing gum. taking oil the 
wrapper (foil here, newspaper 
in Asia) and popping one in 
every hour. From Bombay to 
Southall, addicts bloody the 
street with characteristic ver- 
milion spittle that, over the 
years, stains mouths and black- 
ens teeth. Anglo-1 ndia would 
have no truck with paan, dub- 
bing it "a filthy native habit." 

Outlets are hard to spot. 
Often, paan are sold from tiny 
counters squashed in beside 
videos of M ughal-e-Azam or 
pistachio milkshake and sugar 
cane juice. Paan making 


requires minimal space. In 
Asia, shops are often little more 
than a cupboard where the 
paan-maker sits cross-legged: a 
magician surrounded by 
myriad bowls of spices and pas- 
tes. 

It is worth lashing out 40p 
just to watch a paan-muker's 
graceful performance. With 
deft fingers he dabs on this and 
sprinkles on that until there is a 
heap of seeds and goo on a leaf. 
Then he folds it with precise, 
unhurried movements. I always 
find inserting the bulging pack- 
age a problem. Nibbling or 
unfolding a paan is improper: 
etiquette insists that it is 
squeezed in whole and the con- 
sequences awaited. 

There arc two main types of 
paan filling, niilha (sweet) and 
sada (plain)' Milha is beginner's 
paan. the one paan makers say 
“ the ladies" prefer and which 
determined Westerners man- 


age to keep in. Desiccated 
coconut and a smear of honey 
and fragrant rosewater soften 
impact. Sada is a purist's paan, 
caustic white lime replacing 
sweelners. Approach with cau- 
tion. 

Other paan contain graded 
chewing tobacco or paste and 
cost up to £1 a throw. Cognos- 
centi specify exact paan pres- 
criptions. ordering extra men- 
thol chutney or plenty of 
liquorice-flavoured mouth fre- 
shener. 

Paan forms a nucleus for 
social intercourse and hosp- 
itality. At night in central Kara- 
chi. flashy young men draw up 
in cars, tinny stereos blaring for 
a last Coke and paan. One can 
also "go to a paan." a low-key 
party, or give a paan Lea with 
drinks and snacks. At Indian 
weddings, guests chomp 
though a couple of hundred 
Vnilha specials.

Griffith- Joyner’s American 
teammate Dane tie Young was 
third in 11.27.

I ran it the way 1 
should have." said Griffith- 
Joyner, who wore one of her 
trademark running suits with 
one leg covered and the other 
exposed.

American Kevin Young who 
clocked 4S.67. 

Carl Levis, who won four gold 
medals at the 1984 Olympics, was 
another easy winner, cruising 
home in the 200 metres in 20.32 
seconds ahead of fellow- 
American Henry Thomas who 
was timed in 20.57. 

Lewis, a tooth-brace belying 
his pop star image, had a fast 
start and led all the way as a sea 
mist came in to shroud the 
Mahno stadium. 

“I am feeling good, I am going 
to have a great European tour 
and then an even better Olym- 
pics," said a confident Lewis, 


Moses goes for third Olympic gold 


INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana, 
Aug 9, (Reuter): At the age of 33, 
Edwin Moses, the greatest 400- 
metre hurdler of all time, will set 
out to put the young pretenders 
firmly in their place by whining 
his third Olympic title — 12 years 
after the first one. 

“This is the one I’m not sup- 
posed to get,” said Moses, Olym- 
pic champion in 1976 and 1984. 
“I’ve got to hold off thedogs one 
more time.” 

He certainly held off the youn- 
gsters last month at the US 
Olympic trials when he outclas- 
sed a field that included 23-year- 
old Danny Harris and 2 1 -year- 
old Kevin Young. 

Clocked 

What did Moses think of the 
age difference between himself 
and the opposition? "Unbelieva- 
ble," be said simply. 

Some might say the same 
about his time. Despite very 
warm conditions, Moses clocked 
47.37 seconds for the fastest 400 
-metres hurdles ever run. in .the, 
United States and the seventh 
best of all time. 

Despite dominating the sport 
for so long, Moses has not 
become complacent nor lost his 
desire to win. 

“I’m hungry to show these 
guys who’s the best,” he said. “I 
still love the sport so there’s no 
reason to stop. I know I can com- 


pete at my best. I still feel hungry 
and I can go out and win.” 

One day, his competitors 
swear, the man who run all 10 of 
history's fastest 400 metres hur- 
dles is going to lose again. 

It happened twice in 1987. 
Harris ended Moses’ unbeaten 
nine-year, 122-race victory 
streak in June in Madrid. Two 
weeks later, in Paris, Moses 
failed to finish a race after his 
glasses foggedup and he fell. 

Many predicted that the end 
was neat Tor Moses. But in Sep- 
tember, the victor at the World 
Championships in Rome was 
Edwin Moses, a champion by 
0.02 of a second over West Ger- 
man Harald Schmid and Hams. 

Schmid urged him to retire, to 
take some of the reported 
$500,000 Moses earns annually 
from athletics and enjoy life with 
wife Myrella, a Beriin-bom art- 
ist 

‘ Moses chuckled at the sugges- 
tion and a few months later 
began preparations for another 
.Olympic season, . . . 

“I wish l were like a musician 
or an artist and could do this all 
of my life," be said. “But it’s a 
young man’s game. A high-per- 
formance sport. You may be as 
young as you feel, but when 
you're 50 years old you can’ t do it 
any more.” 

But age has not yet begun to 
trouble Moses, 34 on August 31. 


and he believes he could run fas- 
ter than ever in Seoul. 

“It looks like this may be the 
year I go under 47 seconds based 
on what I’m doing now,” Moses 
said after his Olympic trials vic- 
tory. 

He set the world record of 
47.02 seconds m 1 983, his eighth 
year of hurdling. 

His first experience of the 400 
metres hurdles came in 1975 
while he was a second-year 
engineering and physics student 
at Morehouse College in 
Atlanta. 

Only a year later Moses was 
the Olympic champion and the 
world's top-ranked hurdler. He 
retained that honour for six con- 
secutive years before taking 1982 
off to recover from an illness. 

Undefeated 

Top rankings followed in 
1983, 1984 and 1987. An injury 
sidelined him in 1985 and he ran- 
ked second to Andre Phillips in 
1986, although he was 
undefeated. 

- . As-hisatature grew, so did the .. 
honours. Moses was voted the 
1983 Sullivan Award winner as 
the United States' top amateur 
athlete. 

He serves on the executive 
board of Lhp US Olympic Com- 
mittee (USOC) and is a member 
of the athletes' advisory commis- 
sions of the USOC, the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic 



SANTA BARBARA, Califor- 
nia, Aug 9, (AP): Men’s coach 
Stan Huntsman is impressed 
with his US track and field team, 
but beating the rest of the world 
at the Olympic Gaines will be 
difficult, even for Carl Lewis, he 
said. 

“We have a very strong team, 
but to get medals will be tough,’’ 
Huntsman said at the team’s 
training camp at the University 
of California, Santa Barbara. 

“I feel good about the team. 
We’re strong where we're 
traditionally strong, in the 
sprints, the hurdles and the 
horizontal jumps. But we’re not 


strong in the shot put, the pole 
vaultand the highjurap, events in 
which we used to be strong.

“I think we have a great team, 
but there is always the concern of 
keeping the edge (from the Olym- 
pic trials)," Huntsman said. 


At last month’s trials in 
Indianapolis, the men produced 
some of the most outstanding 
performances in history, includ- 
ing the fastest I0O-melre dash 
ever run, a wind-aided 9.78- 
second clocking by Lewis. Wind- 
aided times are not recognised 
for world records. 

Huntsman called Lhe 400- 
metre intermediate hurdles “our 
strongest event.” 

“It's our strongest three-man 
team compared to the rest of the 
world," he said, referring to two- 
time Olympic gold medallist 
Edwin Moses, Andre Phillips 
and Kevin Young. 


Federation and the International 
Olympic Committee. 

Moses trains alone, rising 
early most mornings to run on 
the sand or grass near his New- 
port Beach, California, home. At 
least four days a week he trains 
for about four hours at the 
University of California at Irvine 
track. 

Physically, Moses says he feels 
better than at any time in the last 
five years but he sleeps on a beat- 
ing pad because of a back injury 
he suffered in Switzerland last 
year. 

“It doesn't bother me when 1 
race." Moses said. “But at night 
when I roll over in bed, I hear my 
spine cracking." 

A licensed pilot, he plans to 
continue running at least 
through 1 989, perhaps trying the 
800 metres for variety. 

And he could show up at a 
future Winter Olympics. He’s 
intrigued, friends say, by the idea 
of competing in the bobsleigh. 

“1 was going to get on one at 
Calgary but my. back was hurt- 
ing," M oses said earlier this year. 
“But Willie Gault (a former 110 
metres hurdler turned American 
footballer who was on the US 
bobsleigh team at Calgary) and I 
are seriously going to talk about 
it in '92. 

“I have a little daredevil in me. 
Going over hurdles and flying 
airplanes — it would fit right in.” 

Strong Canadian 
squad for Games 

OTTAWA, Aug9, ( AP): Canada 
will send a veteran track team, 
headed by world champion Ben 
Johnson, to ihesummer Olympic 
Games in Seoul next month. 

The Canadian Track and Field 
Association announced its list of 
59 nominations yesterday and 
may add up to 10 more athletes 
by early September, providing 
they meet qualifying standards 
established by the Canadian 
Olympic Association. 

“We just had our best-ever 
Canadian championships on the 
weekend.” said national head 
coach Gerard Mach of Ottawa at 
a news conference.

Mary Slaney. who showed 
superb form in the US Olympic 
trials after a two-year absence 
through injury and the birth of 
her daughter, won the mile in 
four minutes 22.86 seconds.

Rugby union 
tour of S.Africa 
called off 

JOHANNFSBURG. Aug 9, 
(Reuter): An international rugby 
union tour of South Africa was 
called off today afieronly a han- 
dful of players braved the anti- 
apartheid sports boycott to join 
the squad. 

The world XV’s manager, 
Australian Charles Wilson, 
made the announcement at a 
news conference in Pretoria just 
four days before the seven-match 
series was due to open there. 

Wilson said tour organisers 
had been unable to assemble a 
team strong enough to match 
South Africa's powerful Spring- 
boks side. 

Wilson, accompanied by 
proposed coach Alec Evans, 
arrived in South Africa from 
Australia today to be told that 
few players had responded to 
South Africa's invitation. 

Only 1 1 players from Fiji. 
Tonga. Australia and Hawaii 
had turned up. 

Others, including the Aus- 
tralian and French stars who 
would have been the squad's 
mainstay, stayed away in the face 
of anti-apartheid pressure from 
politicians and sports adminis- 
trators. 

Confident 

It was a blow for the country's 
rugby bosses who until a week 
ago had proclaimed they were 
confident of breaching the sports 
boycott. 

Wallabies captain Nick Farr- 
Jones. one of six Australians who 
had been prepared to join the 
tour, said today the South 
African Rugby Board had not 
put together a strong enough 
team to make the trip worth- 
while. 

South Africa's failure was not 
through lack of trying. 

There was jubilation among 
whites, for many of whom rugby 
is dose to a religion, when it was 
announced in March that the 
sport's world body, the Inter- 
national Rugby Board, would 
lift sanctions against players 
going to South Africa as 
individuals to allow up to five 
from each member country to 
join the proposed world XV.

AUSTIN. Texas. Aug 9, 
(Reuter): Superstar swimmer 
Janet Evans set an American 
record in the 400-meire 
individual medley yesterday -- 
the first day of the US Olympic 
trials at the University of Texas 
Swim Centre. 

The 16-year-old Evans, world 
record holder in the 400,800 and 
1500-metre freestyle, won the 
400 km in four minutes 38.58 
seconds, breaking the previous 
record of 4:39.24 set by 
American Tracy Caulk ins at the 
1984 Los Angeles Olympics. 

Race 

Erika Hansen also qualified 
for the Olympic squad with a 
second place finish in 4:42.37. 
The lop two finishers in each 
individual final qualify for the 
Seoul Olympics. 

“I gave everything I had dur- 
ing the race." Evans said. "I 
always like to have a race at the 
end. but I still gave everything 1 
had.” 

Two other US records fell over 
the course of lhe day. 

Malt Biondi, 22. swam the 
second fastest 200-mctre fres- 
style in history during the morn- 
ing heats, but was upset by Troy 
Dalbey in the final. 

Boindi, world record holder in 
Lhe 1 00-metre freestyle, just mis- 
sed West German Michael 
Gross's 200-meLre world record 
of 1 :47.44 with a qualifying time 
of of 1:47.72.

Coe’s athletics career in doubt after latest setback 


LONDON, Aug 9, (Reuter): 
Sebastian Coe, who has had to 
contend with triumph and disa- 
ster in almost equal measuredur- 
ing a decade at the forefront of 
world athletics, may find his 
latest setback too much even for 
his great resilience. 

Yesterday Coe was left out of 
Britain’s track-and-field team 
for the Seoul Olympics starting 
next month. 

His omission meant there 
would be no defence of the 1..500 
metres title be won in Moscow in 
1980 and retained four years 
later in Los Angeles. Nor would 
he run in the 800 metres in which . 
he won silver medals at the last 
two Olympics. 

1 1 is the sort of disappointment 
Coe has become used to and 
shown a remarkable ability to 
respond to in a positive manner. 

His second 1 ,500 metres gold 
medal at the 1984 Games crow- 
ned one of the most remarkable 
comebacks in the history of the 
Olympics. Only weeks before he 
lined up for the final Coe bad 
apparently had little hope of suc- 
cess. 

The previous year he had 
pulled out of Britain's World 
Championships team with a rare 
and debilitating lymph gland 
infection. 

A medical spokesman said at 
the time: “I am surprised that 
anyone in his condition could 
have done as well as he has." 

For six months until Christ- 
mas 1983 Coe did not run at all 
and there were serious doubts as 
to whether he would race again. 


His competitive comeback in 
March 1984 alter eight months 
off the track was encouraging 
but the real test came in June in 
an unofficial trial for the third 
Olympic 1 ,500 metres spot. 

Ironically, his rival was Peter 
Elliott, the man who upstaged 
Coe in the British trials last week- 
end. Four years ago Elliott also 
outshone Coe and was widely 
tipped to gain selection. 

But the selectors kept faith 
with Coe and he brilliantly vin- 
dicated their decision in the Los 
Angeles final when he out-kicked 
fellow- Briton Steve Cram to take 
the gold medal in an Olympic 
record 3:32.53. 

He was also the first man to 
retain the 1,500 metres title and 
admitted: “it’s a bit of a dream 
come true. This time last year I 
had just come out of hospital.” 

Coe’s two gold and two silver 
medals made him Britain’s most 
successful Olympics athlete and 
his eight world records, achieved 
in a glorious two-year spell from 
July 1979 to August 1981, is also 
a feat unmatched by any other 
Briton. 

First signs of Coe’s prodigious 
talent emerged when as a 14- 
year-old schoolboy in 1971 he 
won a cross-country title. In 1975 
he made his first mark as an inter- 
national, winning the 1.500 
metres bronze medal at the 
European Junior Champion- 
ships m Athens. 

By 1 977 Coe was being 
seriously touted as a new track 
phenomenon when, as a 20-year- 
old university economics

student, he landed a tremendous 
800 metres victory in the 
European Indoor Champion- 
ships in Spain, improving his 
own British indoor best to 
1:46,54. 


Coe then suffered a mysterious 
achilles injury which kept him 
out of early season action but, 
gritty as ever, he bounced back to 
record his first British record 
outdoors — 1:44.95 in the 800 


metres. 

The following year, 1978, saw 
Coe’s first senior clash with arch- 
rival Steve Ovett at the European 
championships in Prague. 

The showdown came to noth- 
ing as both men were swallowed 
up in the home straight by East 
German Olaf Beyer. But Coe re- 
asserted his authority over two 
laps 1 1 months later, claiming his 
first world record in 1:42.33, 
chopping 1 . 1 seconds off Alberto 
Juantorena’s 1977 mark. 

It sparked the remarkable str- 
ing of world records over four 
distances — 800 metres, 1 .000 
metres, 1.500 metres and the 
mile. 

Celebrated 

In between, Coe celebrated his 
first Olympic 1,500 metres crown 
in Moscow, strolling to victory 
only days after his disappointing 
second place in the S00 metres 
final. 

Despite bis success against the 
dock over two laps, victory in a 
major championship proved 
frustratingly elusive and Coe had 
to be content with another silver 
at the European Championships 
in 1982. 

After the race he revealed he 
was suffering from gjandular 
fever, the first of the injury and 
illness blows which were to punc- 
tuate his build-up to the Los 
Angeles Games. 

Coe’s Iasi great triumph was at 
Britain's Golden European 
Championships in Stuttgart two 
years ago when he finally laid his 
800 metres jinx to rest — beating 
Scot Tom McKean for the title.' 


But since the beginning of last 
year Coe has again battled for 
fitness, missing the world cham- 
pionships with a growth between 
his right heel spur and achilles 
tendon. 

He was always outspoken in 
hiscritidsmof thefirst-two-pasl- 
the-post selection policy for the 
Seoul Olympics — and he can 
hardly have suspected that he 
was to become its biggest victim. 

Following Coe’s victory over 
1.500 metres at the Moscow 
Olympics which offset his shock 
800 metres defeat earlier in the 
games, his father. Peter said: 
“You have seen an athlete come 
back from the grave." 

Only time will tell whether Coe 
can again resurrect his career. 

Meanwhile the British 
Amateur Athletic Board today 
dismissed as “arrant nonsense.” 
a claim by Peier Coe that his son 
had been left out of the British 
team for political reasons. 

Board spokesman Tony Ward 
said: “Seb spent too much time 
worrying about selection policy 
and not enough doing whatSteve 
Cram did — making sure he 
came to the trials well prepared.

Neale boosts Worcestershire 


LOS ANGELES, California, 
Aug 9, (UPI): Traces of 
amphetamines were found in the 
urine taken from Miguel Lora 
after the Colombian successfully 
defended his World Boxing 
Council bantamweight title, the 
California Athletic Commission 
said today.

The commis- 
sion will deal with this in a very 
serious manner. This is a viola- 
tion of the rules involving drugs 
and stimulants, and it involves a 
champion." 

Denkin said Lora, who won a 
unanimous 12-round decision, 
was requested to attend an Aug 
19 commission meeting in San 
Diego. He said the commission 
has four options to recommend 
to the WBC - refer disciplinary 
action to the WBC, let the 
decision stand and fine or susp- 
end the boxer, declare the bout a 
no-decision, or disqualify Lora. 
The WBC is the only body which 
can strip Lora of his crown. 

The purses -- - 575.000 for Lora 
and 525.000 for Davila — were 
held following the bout. 

Two bottles were taken from 
Lora's comer during the bout. 
The liquid was examined in a Los 
Angeles laboratory and found to 
contain sucrose.

English TV war settled 
in £47 million deal 


LONDON, Aug 9, (UPI): 
The immediate threat of a 
“Super League” disappeared 
yesterday when represen- 
tatives of the English 
League’s 92 dubs accepted a 
bid from Independent Telev- 
ision (I TV) for the right to 
televise League soccer. 

After more than two and a 
half hours of talks in a Lon- 
don hotel, the clubs agreed 
upon a method for sbaring 
out the £47 million ($80 
million) expectable from the 
4-year deal. 

The 20 First Division clubs 
will share 75 per cent of the 
money, the 24 members of the 
Second Division will split 12- 
1/2 per cent with the remain- 
der divided between the Third 
and Fourth Division dubs. 


Threat 


The deal and the formula 
for dividing the spoils 
removed the threat of the 
League's top dubs breaking 
away to form a so-called 
Super League, a move aimed 


at securing the lion's share of 
TV money for the handful of 
dubs predominantly featured 
in broadcasts. 

The dubs also agreed that 
any member wishing to leave 
the League would have to give 
three years’ notice, a further 
safeguard against the sort of 
instant breakaway rumoured 
to be imminent this summer. 

Liverpool, Everton, Man- 
chester United. Tottenham 
and Arsenal were rumoured 
to be considering the forma- 
tion of a new League, along 
with seven other clubs who 
also have stadiums that could 
accommodate large crowds. 

The League clubs also 
agreed to set up a re-structur- 
ing committee with a brief to 
look at ways of streamlining 
the League. The committee 
should report to the League 
annual meeting in 1989 with 
proposals that could be adop- 
ted for the 1990-91 season. 

The broadcast agreement 
with ITV covers only League 
and League Cup matches.
